Brevities. 

The  Bristol  licensing  justices  confirmed,  on  March  30, 
the  medicated  wine  licence  granted  to  Mr.  T.  J.  Gibbs, 
St.  George  Drug  Stores,  119  Bell  Hill  Road,  Bristol. 

The  Poplar  Guardians  have  voted  Mr.  R.  E.  Jones,  dis- 
penser, a  gratuity  of  20/.  for  services  rendered  in  dispensing 
medicines  to  the  outdoor  poor  of  the  Isle  of  Dogs  medical 
district. 

Some  concern  has  been  caused  in  the  Mary  Tavy  district 
of  Devonshire  by  the  discharge  of  about  one  hundred  men 
from  the  Wheal  Friendship  Mine  and  Arsenic  Works. 
The  discharge  is  due  to  the  low  price  of  arsenic. 

Mr.  Albert  John  Edwards  (carman  with  Messrs.  Butler 
•&  Crispe)  was  awarded  a  first  prize  (consisting  of  a  medal 
and  15.?.)  at  the  Van  Horse  Parade  promoted  by  the 
R.S.P.C.A.  in  Regent's  Park  on  Easter  Monday. 

In  the  High  Court,  London,  last  week.  Mr.  Justice  Eve 
granted  an  interim  injunction,  on  the  application  of  Messrs. 
C.  E.  Fulford,  Ltd.,  against  a  shopkeeper  named  Lloyd,  of 
Norwich,  for  selling  as  "  Zambuk  "  a  preparation  not  made 
by  the  applicants. 

A  pony  while  being  driven  along  Southgate  Street, 
Leicester,  suddenly  bolted,  and  dashed  into  the  window  of 
the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  W.  Thirlby,  chemist  and  druggist, 
4  Southgate  Street.  A  large  pane  of  glass  was  smashed, 
but  the  damage  to  stock  was  remarkably  small,  while, 
fortunately,  no  one  was  hurt. 

A  fire  broke  out  in  the  basement  of  the  premises  of 
Messrs.  G.  L.  Greenwood  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists, 
Keighley,  last  week.  The  firemen,  who  were  holding  a 
social  gathering  to  celebrate  the  opening  of  the  fire-station 
extension,  had  to  leave  at  the  commencement  of  the 
musical  programme.  It  was  some  time  before  the  flames 
were  extinguished,  considerable  damage  being  done. 

Dr.  Emil  Reich,  in  a  further  communication  to  the 
'Times"  in  the  matter  of  the  antiquity  of  spermaceti

waxes  was  in  the  hands  of  pharmacists  in  the  Middle  Ages, 
and  to  prove  this  quotes  Suardus's  "  Luminare  Ma  jus." 
The  first  printed  treatise  on  spermaceti  proper  is  by 
Valerius  Cordus,  entitled  "  De  Halosantho  seu  Spermate 
■Ceti  Vulgo  dicto,"  published  by  Gesner  in  1565. 

Analysts'  Affairs. 

Seidlitz-powder  was  the  only  drug  examined  by  the. 
Canterbury  analyst  during  last  year.  All  those  taken  were 
certified  to  be  genuine. 

The  City  of  London  analyst  reports  that  the  following 
samples  were  all  genuine  :  Camphorated  oil  3,  oil  of  euca- 
lyptus 3,  liniment  of  soap  3,  ammoniated  tincture  of 
quinine  3. 

The  appointment  by  the  Hunts  County  Council  of  Mr. 
Win.  Elborne,  M.A.,  as  an  additional  analyst  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  is  objected  to  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  on  the  ground  that  two  analysts  working 
in  separate  laboratories  independently  of  each  other  would 
not  be  conducive  to  efficiency.  The  Council  has  decided 
to  again  seek  the  Board's  sanction  for  the  appointment. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

Messrs.  C.  Midgley,  Ltd.,  of  Manchester,  hav<?  taken 
over  the  Prince's  Road  pharmacy  formerly  carried  on  by 
the  late  Mr.  W.  Ross  Smith. 

Another  step  forward  in  local  hospital  organisation  has 
been  accomplished  with  the  opening  by  the  Earl  of  Derby 
of  the  new  Dental  Hospital  in  Pembroke  Place. 

A  large  Turkish  baths  and  hairdressing  establishment 
has  been  opened  in  Lime  Street.  One  of  the  attractions  is 
a  window  dressed  with  toilet  articles  such  as  are  commonly 
supplied  by  chemists. 


London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
will  be  held  on  April  7,  when  Mr.  David  Howard  will 
preside.  The  report  of  the  Council  for  1909,  which  will 
be  submitted  to  the  meeting,  gives  a  summary  of  the  work 
of  the  various  sections,  and  indicates  a  considerable  expan- 
sion in  the  Chamber's  operations.  The  subjects  receiving 
special  prominence  during  the  year  included  the  question 
of  gold  reserves,  Anglo-Russian  trade,  the  establishment 
of  an  Anglo-German  section,  and  the  question  whether 
income-tax  should  be  levied  upon  the  profits  of  foreign  or 
non-resident  traders.  The  report  also  gives  a  summary  of 
the  work  accomplished  in  regard  to  the  draft  schedule  of 
maximum  port  rates. 

Midland  Notes. 

Mr.  WT.  Corbett,  Ph.C,  has  withdrawn  his  name  as  a 
candidate  for  Bromsgrove  Urban  Council. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson  has  been  appointed  people's  warden 
at  the  Wolverhampton  Collegate  Church  of  St.  Peter. 

Mr.  F.  Barlow.  Ph.C,  has  been  appointed  an  overseer 
of  the  Poor  for  the  Parish  of  Birmingham,  the  Balsall 
Heath  district. 

A  man  aged  36,  who  acted  as  dispenser  for  Dr.  Wells  at 
Bradley,  was  discovered  shot  dead  in  a  cavern  in  a  wood 
at  TuiTs  Hill,  between  Sedgeley  and  Coseley,  last  week. 

It  was  decided  to  buy  1,000/.  worth  of  radium  for  the 
Skin  Hospital.  Birmingham.  When  Alderman  Lloyd 
inquired  whether  the  amount  would  be  about  the  size  of 
a  nut,  Dr.  Gilbert  Smith  replied,  "  You  cannot  see  it." 

Sir  James  Sawyer,  M.D.,  is  a  strong  advocate,  for 
physiological  reasons,  of  one  day's  rest  per  week.  In  a 
memorandum  which  has  been  presented  to  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  to  whom 
the  Police  Weekly  Rest  Day  Bill  was  committed,  he  is 
quoted  thus  : 

"  Less  than  ono  day  of  rest  and  recreation  in  each  seven 
days  for  a  policeman  is  physiologically  unsound,  and  therefore* 
administratively  inefficient.  A  frequent  small  break  in  work 
is  better  than  an  infrequent  long  holiday." 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  pension  scheme  for  male 
employes  of  Messrs.  Cadbury  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Bournville, 
held  last  week  it  was  reported  that  the  membership  is  now 
about,  2,000,  and  the  balance  sheet  shows  accumulations  in 
the  fund  of  106.000/.,  which  includes  a  special  donation  of 
55.000/.  from  the  company  on  account  of  back  service  of 
old  employees.  The  company  is  now  paying  another  5.000/. 
The  contributions  of  members  and  company  are  now  about 
14,000/.  per  annum,  the  proportion  paid  by  the  company 
being  slightly  the  greater. 

A  Trades  Exhibition  is  being  held  at  the  Bingley  Hall, 
Birmingham.  A  local  dairy  company  are  making  a  special 
show  of  soured  milk.  In  the  centre  of  their  stand  are  four 
microscopes  in  position,  two  showing  the  "pure  culture" 
from  "  Lactogen  "  used  by  the  company  in  producing  the 
soured  milk  one  showing  "  Impure  culture  from  a  tablet," 
and  one  showing  the  microbe  spontaneously  produced.  The 
"pure  culture"  looks  like  a  series  of  shorthand  signs,  the 
"impure  culture"  and  "spontaneous"  blurry  and  ill- 
defined.  There  are  also  exhibited  many  things  in  dietetics, 
besides  perfumes,  soaps,  etc.,  which  appeal  to  human 
vanities. 

Details  of  an  encounter  which  Mr.  Charles  Bayliss, 
chemist,  of  Coleshill  Road,  Castle  Bromwich,  had  with  an 
armed  burglar  were,  narrated  in  Aston  Police  Court  on 
Wednesday,  when  Francis  Henry  Newman,  alias  "  Cyrus 
Patten  Hudson,  of  Boston,  U.S.A.,"  was  charged  with 
attempting  to  enter  Mr.  Bayliss's  premises.  Mr.  Bayliss 
stated  that  on  the  night  of  March  17  he  went  to  bed  about 
half-past  eleven,  after  securing  the  doors  and  windows. 
Two  hours  later  he  was  called  by  his  sister,  and  in  con- 
sequence of  what  she  told  him  he  went  downstairs  and 
found  a  pane  of  glass  removed  from  the  front  window. 
On  the  window  ledge  was  a  tin  containing  treacle,  some 
brown  paper,  and  a  leather  pad.  He  heard  a  noise  in  the 
shrubbery,  and  called  out ;  but  receiving  no  reply  he  fired 
two  shots  in  the  air  from  a  revolver  which  he  carried.  He 
next  went  down  to  the  high  road,  where  someone  fired  a 
shot,  and  the  bullet  whizzed  past  him,  although  some  yards 
away.  After  further  evidence,  prisoner  was  committed  to 
the  Quarter  Sessions.

"arsenic."  Neil  tried  to  take  it,  and  is  now  having  time 
t'o  think  over  his  failure  and  the  chemist's  caution.

In  the  Courts. 

At  Belfast  on  March  24,  a  Swede  named  Nelson  was 
charged  with  smuggling  13A  lb.  of  saccharin.  The  chemical 
was  discovered  by  Revenue  officers  on  board  a  ship  in 
the  harbour.    Prisoner  was  remanded. 

In  a  case  at  Belfast  against  Messrs.  Topping  &  Co., 
who  were  charged  with  having  in  their  possession  unwhole- 
some lard,  and  with  applying  a  false  trade-description 
("Pure  Continental  Lard"),  the  Magistrate  ordered  the 
lard  (seventy-four  barrels)  to  be  destroyed,  and  fined  the 
defendants  20/.,  and  costs.  The  cost  of  the  "lard"  is 
stated  to  be  500/. 

At  the  Belfast  Assizes  last  week,  Mr.  Samuel  Gibson, 
wholesale  druggist,  Belfast,  appealed  against  a  decree  for 
7,s.  6c?.,  awarded  him  in  the  Recordei''s  Court  on  January  26 
(C  db  D.,  February  5,  p.  207),  on  the  ground  of  insuffi- 


ciency of  the  award.  He  also  appealed  against  a  decree 
of  10s.  awarded  to  Mr.  Murdock  in  a  counter-action.  Mr. 
Justice  Boyd  increased  the  decree  to  Mr.  Gibson  to  101., 
and  Mr.  Murdock's  claim  was  fixed  at  3/.  9.5.

The  Commonwealth. 

"  Eau  de  Cologne." — For  the  purposes  of  the  Commerce 
Act,  no  objection  will  be  taken  to  the  use  of  the  term 
"Eau  de  Cologne"  on  perfumery  not  made  in  Cologne, 
provided  the  country  of  origin  appears  prominently  in  the 
trade  description. 

Poisoning  Cases. — Commonwealth  statistics  for  the 
quarter  ending  September  1909  show  that  there  was  a 
total  number  of  deaths  by  poison  of  52.  Of  these  31  were 
males  and  21  were  females  5  38  of  the  deaths  were  suicidal, 
and  14  accidental ;  the  figures  per  mille  for  the  various 
States  are  :  New  South  Wales,  0.013 ;  Victoria.,  0.008  ; 
Queensland,  0.027;  South  Australia,  0.002;  Western  Aus- 
tralia, 0.004;  Tasmania,  0.005.  Queensland  is  at  the  head 
of  the  list,  the  rate  per  mille  being  double  that  of  New 
South  Wales,  the  next  on  the  list. 

New  South  Wales. 

A.P.C. — The  Australian  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is 
to  be  held  in  Sydney  in  1911  at  the  same  time  as  the  meet- 


ing of  the  Australian  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  One  of  the  features  of  the  Conference  will  be 
the  report  on  the  "  Australian  Pharmaceutical  Formulary." 

Wages  Board. — Mr.  F.  J.  Bowen  has  resigned  his  posi- 
tion as  assistants'  representative  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Wages  Board.  The  Shop  Assistants'  Union  (Phar- 
maceutical branch)  held  a  meeting  on  February  13,  to  elect 
a  successor.  Legal  proceedings  were  decided  upon  to 
recover  balance  of  salary  increases  from  September  15  to 
January  1,  due  under  the  award,  but  not  paid. 

Students  at  the  Sydney  University. — About  ninety 
pharmaceutical  students  are  enrolled,  including  students 
unsuccessful  in  previous  years  and  new  candidates.  Some 
of  the  unsuccessful  have  appeared  regularly  at  one  or  other 
of  the  examinations  for  five  or  six  years.  In  December 
1908  fifty-six  pharmacy  students  sat  for  the  botany 
examination,  and  only  six  or  seven  were  successful.  In 
December  1909  fifty  students  took  the  same  examination, 
and  only  ten  were  successful.  The  percentage  of  failures 
during  the  past  three  years  in  each  of  the  three  subjects 
is  said  to  have  been  exceedingly  high.  The  reasons  are 
variously  stated  :  one  that  the  students  are  intellectually 
not  prepared  for  the  examination,  the  other  that  they  do 
not  receive  sufficient  time  to  study. 

New  Zealand. 

Pharmacists'  Conference. — The  chemists  of  New 
Zealand  will  hold  a  conference  early  in  June,  at  which  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill  will  be 
the  chief  subjects  for  discussion. 

Pharmacy  Board. — At  the  meeting  on  January  17,  Mr. 
F.  Castle  was  re-elected  President.  Among  the  chemists 
registered  was  Mr.  Harold  Rodier  Gibbs,  who  passed  the 
English  Minor  examination  in  1900.  Correspondence  was 
read  from  a  chemist  who  in  his  advertisements  claims  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  whereas  he  is  really 
a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  law  case 
which  the  Board  instituted  regarding  the  use  of  "pharmacy" 
as  a  place-name  by  an  unqualified  chemist  [C.  <L-  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  p.  244)  was  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  to  take 
counsel's  opinion  as  to  whether  the  case  should  be  further 
proceeded  with. 

Queensland. 

The  College  of  Pharmacy  at  Brisbane  was  reopened  on 
March  1  with  exceptional  eclat.  The  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion presided,  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  F.C.S.,  the  Prin- 
cipal, delivered  an  inaugural  lecture. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  protesting  against  the 
assumption  of  the  title  "  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Austra- 
lasia "  by  the  Victorian  Society.  Other  societies  are  being 
invited  to  join  in  the  protest. 

South  Australia. 

Lodge  Dispensing. — In  accordance  with  the  suggestion 
of  the  Medical  Defence  Association  regarding  a  uniform 
rate  for  dispensing  lodge  prescriptions,  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  South  Australia  circularised  fifty  members 
in  Adelaide  and  the  neighbourhood.  The  matter  was  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  on  January  21,  and 
it  was  resolved  to  instruct  delegates  to  the  Medical  Defence 
Association  that  the  Society  generally  agrees  to  a  uniform 
rate  of  9r/.,  with  an  additional  15  per  cent,  on  cost  for 
special  material. 

Victoria. 

Pharmacy  and  the  Factory  Act. — The  Amending  Fac- 
tories and  Shops  Act  1909  received  Royal  Assent  on 
January  4.  It  changes  the  conditions  of  pharmacy  in 
Victoria  in  two  important,  respects.  It  allows  a  half -holiday 
to  be  fixed,  pharmacies  to  close  at  a  given  hour,  and  to 
reopen  from  any  stated  hour.  It  also  brings  pharmacy,  like 
ether  fourth  scheduled  shops,  under  the  provisions  which 
permit  of  the  appointment  of  "  Special  Boards,"  otherwise 
known  as  "  Wages  Boards."  It  is  now  open  to  the  Shop 
Assistants'  and  Warehouse  Employes'  Federation  or  any 
body  of  assistants  or  of  employes  to  petition  the  Minister 
for  the  appointment  of  a  special  Board  to  regulate  hours 
and  conditions  of  employment  and  pay  in  pharmacy.  Power 
is  given  to  the  Wages  Board  by  Section  31  to  prescribe  a 
form  of  indenture,  and  no  other  form  will  be  legal.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Kadioactivity. — M.  Henry  Giffard,  who  died  at  Paris  in 
A882,  made  the  State  his  residuary  legatee.  By  a  recent 
■decree  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  places  a  sum  of 
100,000fr.  (4,000/.),  being  part  of  the  legacy,  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  University  of  Paris  for  the  foundation  of  an 
Institute  of  Radioactivity. 

An  Olive  Oil  Exhibition. — The  international  Olive 
Oil  Exhibition  which  was  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Aix-cn- 
Provence,  France,  on  February  17  and  following  days  has 
been  postponed  until  June  2  next.  This  decision  was 
.taken  at  the  request  of  several  important  French  and 
foreign  syndicates  and  district  committees. 

The. Naval  Frauds  at  Toulon. — It  is  stated  that  the 
Maritime  Prefect  has  declined  for  the  present  to  consent 
to  the  release  on  bail  of  M.  Chabre,  the  imprisoned  phar- 
macist, and  equal  severity  is  shown  in  other  quarters. 
Meanwhile,  Dr.  Bordas  is  making  progress  with  his  scheme 
£ot  reorganising  the  laboratories  of  the  Ministry  of  Marine. 

Typhoid  in  Monkeys. — Professor  Metchnikoff,  in  a 
paper  before  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  states  that  he  has 
been  able  to  communicate  typhoid  fever  to  a  monkey.  The 
animal  was  inoculated  with  the  excrement  of  a  typhoid 
patient,  and  died  thirty  days  afterwards.  The  Professor 
now  proposes  to  experiment  on  monkeys  with  vaccines  and 
serums  for  curing  typhoid. 

Franco-American  Customs  Convention. — The  tariff 
Agreement  which  came  into  force  on  April  1  concedes  to  the 
United  States  the  benefit  of  the  minimum  tariff  rates  in 
(return  for  a  similar  concession  by  France.  Among  the 
American  products  affected  by  the  convention  are  meat- 
extract,  honey,  sponge,  pepper,  cardamoms,  vanilla,  cloves, 
fixed  oiLs,  kieselguhr,  petroleum  products,  and  photo- 
graphic paper. 

Dental  Congress. — The  tenth  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
national Dental  Federation  was  opened  last  week  at  the 
^Sorbonne,  in  the  Richelieu  Amphitheatre.  Professor 
Dastre,  delegate  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  pre- 
sided, and  gave  an  address  on  the  scientific  use  of 
anaesthetics.  Some  400  persons  were  present,  including 
Messrs.  Paterson  and  Cunningham  of  London,  Kirk  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Dr.  Williams,  Australian  Government 
■  delegate. 

The  New  French  Customs  Tariff. — With  admirable 
celerity  the  French  Senate  terminated  its  debate  on  the 
new  customs  tariff  last  week,  and  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
has  ratified  or  come  to  terms  regarding  the  amendments 
proposed  by  the  Upper  House.  The  Government  hopes  to 
have  the  new  tariff  put  into  force  after  March  31.  and  mean- 
while large  quantities  of  goods  arc  being  poured  into 
France,  especially  by  the  Northern  Railway  line,  in  order 
to  still  get  in  under  the  old  tariff. 

Five  Years'  for  Murder. — On  the  morning  of  August  24 
last,  M.  Bourillet,  a  pharmacist  of  Bois  Colombes,  near 
Paris,  was  found  dead  in  the  basement  of  his  pharmacy, 
and  his  laboratory  assistant,  named  Gustave  Ono,  was  found 
lying  near  him  with  a  glove  thrust  in  his  mouth.  Full 
details  of  the  case  were  published  in  the  C.  &•  D.  at  the  time. 
The  assistant  was  tried  at  the  Seine  Assizes  a  few  days  ago 
and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  for  having  mur- 
•dered  his  employer.  Extenuating  circumstances  were  the 
cause  of  the  light  sentence. 

The  Initiator  of  Anaesthesia. — On  Sunday,  March  27, 
■the  monument  to  Horace  Wells  was  inaugurated  in  the 
Square  des  Etats  Unis,  Paris.  M.  Dastre,  of  the  Paris 
Academy  of  Medicine,  presided  at  the  ceremony,  and  re- 
called that  it  was  in  1844  that  Horace  Wells  'first  com- 
menced his  experiments  while  practising  as  a  dentist  at 
Hartford,  Conn.  He  based  them  on  Sir  Humphry  Davy's 
theory  that  the  faculty  of  killing  pain  appeared  to  be  con- 
tained in  nitrogen  monoxide,  which  could,  no  doubt,  be 
aised  to  advantage  in  surgical  operations.  Wells  proved 
this.  He  had  a  sad  end,  however,  for  he  committed 
suicide  by  opening  a  vein,  owing  to  disappointment  on 
binding  that  two  of  his  pupils,  named  Jackson  and  Morton, 
-were  trying  to  rob  him  of  the  glory  resulting  from  his 


patient  researches.  The  monument  is  in  the  form  of  a 
bust  by  Bertrand  Boutee,  and  this  sculptor  has  had  the  in- 
genious idea  of  inserting  in  the  base  of  the,  bust  a  medallion 
portrait  of  Paul  Bert,  who  first  used  the  discovery  of 
Wells  in  France. 

Advice  to  Doctors. — Some  amusement  has  been  caused 
in  Paris  by  details  published  in  the  daily  Press  of  an 
article  on  "The  Art  of  Prescribing,"  which  has  appeared 
in  the  "  Quinzaine  Medicale."  1'he  article  was  written 
in  a  humorous  strain,  and  suggested  that  doctors  should 
be  wary  of  praising  too  highly  any  improvement  in  a  patient 
as  due  to  a  prescribed  remedy,  unless  they  are  more  than 
reasonably  certain  that  the  medicine  has  been  taken.  A 
careful  diagnosis  of  the  patient's  fortune  is  also  suggested, 
so  that  prescriptions  may  be  chosen  in  a  suitable  propor- 
tion thereto,  which  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  pharmacists, 
as  dispensing  is  their  special  privilege  in  France,  the 
physician's  role  being  merely  that  of  prescribes 

Registration  of  Foreigners. — The  regulations  regard- 
ing foreigners  coining  to  reside  in  France  require  that  they 
should  register  themselves  at  the  proper  office  (in  Paris  at 
the  Prefecture  de  la  Seine,  Quai  des  Orfevres)  within  a  few 
days  after  arriving.  This  formality  has  frequently  been 
overlooked  or  ignored  by  British  chemists'  assistants,  and 
every  now  and  then  has  given  rise  to  unpleasant  experiences. 
In  the  ordinary  way  a  Britisher  or  any  other  foreigner 
may  go  for  years  in  France  without  being  disturbed  or 
asked  a  question ;  but  should  he  be  the  victim  of  one  of 
those  minor  little  incidents  we  are  all  liable  to,  such  as 
losing  a  railway  ticket,  being  called  as  witness  to  an  acci- 
dent, or  be  the  victim  of  an  accident  himself,  then  the 
police  authorities  profit  by  the  opportunity  to  cross-examine 
a  man  and  try  to  find  out  all  about  him.  In  case  of  a 
foreigner,  one  of  the  first  questions  is  naturally,  "  Are  you 
registered  ?  "  An  incident  occurred  some  time  ago  in  which 
several  chemists'  assistants  were  interested,  and  one  or  two 
of  them  became  a  little  alarmed  when  they  found  the  police 
were  making  searching  inquiries  about  them  regarding  the 
matter  of  registration,  and  the  assistants  promptly  took  the 
precaution  to  place  the  Straits  of  Dover  between  themselves 
and  French  official  inquisitiveness,  though  there  was 
scarcely  any  need  for  haste. 

The  Congress  of  Physiotherapy. — The  third  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Physiotherapy  was  opened  on  Tuesday 
morning,  March  29,  at  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Medicine  by 
M.  Fallieres,  President  of  the  French  Republic,  before  a, 
very  distinguished  assembly,  which  included  the  British 
and  United  States  Ambassadors.  After  M.  Fallieres  had 
made  an  inaugural  speech,  Professor  Landouzy  replied  in 
a  discourse  retracing  the  useful  work  done  by  French 
medical  men  in  the  science  of  physiotherapy,  which  he 
claimed  as  a  French  success  by  reason  of  its  remarkable 
development  here.  He  added  that,  "  strong  in  its  empirical 
merits,  rich  in  ambition,  physiotherapy,  more  learned  and 
masterful  at  each  Congress,  promises  to  become  the  right 
hand  of  medicine,  without  however  pushing  ingratitude 
and  immodesty  so  far  as  to  evict  the  pharmacy  of  Galen 
and  Paracelsus.  For  do  we  not  owe  them  the  immortal 
remedies  which  appease  fevers,  relieve  our  pains,  and  calm 
our  torments?  "  President  Fallieres  afterwards  visited  the 
extensive  exhibition,  connected  with  the  Congress,  of 
curative  methods  by  physical  agents,  including  air,  water, 
heat,  cold,  the  mountain  and  the  sea.  x-rays,  electricity, 
radium,  etc.  This  exhibition  has  been  arranged  under  large 
tents  in  the  courtyard  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  in 
the  adjacent  street.  In  the  afternoon  the  members  of 
the  Congress  met  in  seven  sections.  In  the  evening  Dr. 
Armand  Gautier  gave  a  lecture  on  the  "  Origin  and 
Diagnosis  of  Mineral  Waters."  On  Wednesday  evening  M. 
Dastre,  of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences,  gave  a  lecture 
on  "The  Ultra- Violet  Rays  from  the  Biological  Point  of 
View."  The  Congress  will  last  until  Saturday.  Drs. 
Deane  Butcher  and  Lewis  Jones  are  among  the  British 
delegates  present.  I  am  also  glad  to  note  the  presence  of 
Dr.  Hall  Edwards,  whose  self-sacrifice  and  heroism  in 
connection  with  his  researches  regarding  the  x-rays  are 
already  so  well  known,  and,  needless  to  say,  he  has  had  a 
most  cordial  and  sympathetic  reception.  He  delivered  a 
lecture  on  "  Protection  against  x-rays,"  in  which  he  main- 
tained that  workers  and  patients  can  be  absolutely  pro- 
tected against  injury  if  proper  precautions  are  taken. 
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India  and  the  East.

Medical  Conference. — The  third  Medical  Conference 
was  opened  in  Osaka  on  April  1.  and  will  last  four  days. 
About  15.000  invitations  were  issued. 

Military  Pharmacists. — There  are  about  300  military 
pharmacists  of  all  ranks  in  actual  service  in  Japan,  and 
pharmacists  in  actual  reserve  of  the  Territorial  services 
number  3,000. 

Proprietary-medicines  in  Japan. — The  Patent-medicine 
Law  Amendment  Bill,  which  has  been  referred  In  on  several 
occasions  in  these  columns,  has  been  passed  by  the  Lower 
House,  and  is  likely  to  be  adopted  by  the  Upper  House. 

New  Customs  Duties. — Mr.  R.  Rare,  manager  of  the 
Bengal  Chemical  Works,  Calcutta,  complains  in  a  letter  to 
the  "Bengalee"  that,  under  the  new  duties,  imported 
medicines  containing  alcohol  will  pay  R.  1.9  annas  per  gal. 
less  duty  than  similar  preparations  made  in  India. 

Chemists'  and  Doctors'  Agreement. — A  Penang  chemist 
and  druggist's  business  is  being  floated  as  a  public  com- 
pany, and  in  the  prospectus  it  is  stated  that  :  "  An  agree- 
ment will  be  entered  into  between  the  company  and  Drs. 
A.  and  B.,  under  which  the  latter  bind  themselves,  as  in 
the  past,  to  send  all  their  prescriptions  to  The  Dispensary, 
Limited." 

Illicit  Cocaine. — The  largest  recorded  seizure  of  cocaine 
in  Ahmedabad  was  made  last  month,  when  two  Bombay 
Excise  inspectors  arrested  a  woman  who  was  transporting 
6,960  grains  of  the  drug  from  Bandra  to  Ahmedabad.  On 
March  10  she  was  sentenced  to  three  months'  rigorous  im- 
prisonment and  fined  Rs.  150.  Smaller  seizures  with 
sequential  police-court  proceedings  are  of  frequent  occur- 
rence. 

Calcutta  Cutting. — A  war  of  prices  among  chemists  has 
been  started  in  Calcutta  due,  it  is  said,  to  a  new  hrm 
in  the  city.  Messrs.  R.  Scott  Thomson  &  Co..  Ltd.. 
notify  : 

"  A  thorough  revision  of  rales  hitherto  charged,  and  they 
think  they  can  now  claim  to  give  as  good,  and  probably 
better,  value  than  any  other  European  chemists  in  Calcutta. 
They  challenge  anybody  to  disprove  this  statement,  and  invito 
the  public  to  prove  it  by  dealing  with  them." 

Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.  have  several  striking 
headlines  in  a  6-in.  advertisement,  which  runs  thus  : 

The  cheapest  European  chemists  in  India  !  [They]  hold 
a  larger  stock,  and  supply  patent  medicines,  tabloids,  and 
sick-room  requisites  more  promptly  and  more  cheaply  than 
any  other  European  firm.  Compare  your  last,  month's  bills 
with  our  revised  price-list !  Dispensing  rates  equally  re- 
duced !  We  do  not  make  a  feature  of  a  few  popular  articles 
at  cut  rates.    All  prices  are  low  !  " 

The  proprietor  of  the  Park  Street  Pharmacy  says  his 
"  Prices  are  without  exception  the  cheapest  in  Calcutta." 
So  the  thing  goes  on,  the  newspapers  so  far  being  the  prin- 
cipal beneficiaries  of  the  war  of  rates. 

The  Mussoorie  Murder. — We  reported  on  October  9. 
1909  (p.  565).  the  murder  of  Mr.  Reginald  John  Clapp, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  staff  of  Messrs.  J-  B.  &  E. 
Samuel,  Mussoorie.  Corporal  Allen,  of  t lie  Middlesex 
Regiment,  was  arrested  in  connection  with  the  case,  and 
was  tried  at  the  Allahabad  High  Court  on  the  charge  of 
murdering  Mr.  Clapp,  the  trial  ending  on  February  26  with  a 
verdict  against  the  prisoner,  who  was  sentenced  to  death. 
Mr.  Justice  Richards  was  the  judge,  and  he  was  assisted 
by  a  jury.  In  the  course  of  his  gumming  up  Mr.  Justice 
Richards  said  : 

"Clapp  appeared  to  have  been  a  most  inoffensive,  kind- 
hearted  man.  He  was  the  friend  of  the  soldiers,  and  he  did 
not  appear  to  be  of  the  class  oi  men  who  was  likely  to  have 
had  a  living  enemy.  He  lived  very  economically,  but.  Ins 
economy  was  more  practised  upon  himself.  He  was  certainly 
capable  of  doing  generous  acts.  It  was  proved  that  lie  was 
sending  money  home.  He  was  not  in  the  disagreeable  sense 
a  miser." 

The  jury  were  not  unanimous,  six  being  for  the  verdict 
"Guilty"  and  three  for  "Not  guilty."  The  prisoner 
petitioned  against  the  death  sentence,  but  the  local  Govern- 
ment declined  to  interfere. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 


Nine  fatalities,  including  two  misadventures,  have  been  re- 
corded from  poisoning  during  tho  week. 

Carbolic  Acid,  self-admiristered,  caused  the  death  of  Albert 
Bird  (23),  Ancoats.  The  poison  was  contained  in  a  bottle- 
labelled  "Glycerin  and  Rosewater." 

Cocaine. — At  an  inquest  held  at  Baildon  regarding  the- 
death  of  Victor  Hall  (22),  a  student  at  the  Liverpool  Univer- 
sity, the  evidence  showed  that  deceased  borrowed  an  hypo- 
dermic syringe  from  a  local  medical  practitioner,  and  injeotedl 
an  overdose  of  cocaine.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  to  that 
effect. 

Corrosive  Poisoning:. — Beatrice  L.  Kent,  died  at  Bourne- 
mouth from  the  effects  of  taking  some  corrosive  poison,  pro- 
bably a  mineral  acid.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of  suicide- 
while  temporarily  insane. 

Corrosive  Sublimate  was  the  lethal  agent  taken  with  suicidal 
intent  by  Ernest  Reich  at  a  Marylebone  hotel.  Deceased,, 
who  had  been  manager  of  a  tobacconist's  shop  in  Berlin, 
purchased  the  poison  in  Belgium  and  came  to  London  specially 
to  end  his  life.  At  the  inquest  the  Coroner  (Dr.  W.  Wynn 
West  cot  t)  stated  that  "  In  London  this  poison  could  only  be- 
obtained  by  a  doctor's  order.  I  do  not  know  their  methods 
of  selling  poisons  abroad." 

Potassium.  Cyanide. — John  Bright  Ashworth,  described  as- 
an  analytical  chemist  and  commercial' traveller  in  the  em- 
ployment of  a  Liverpool  firm,  committed  suicide  in  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Newcastle,  by  taking  this  poison.  He  left  a  letter 
apologising  for  any  inconvenience  he  might  cause. — At  Dart- 
mouth a  naval  cadet  named  Henry  E.  A.  Vaurenen  (15)  died! 
from  tho  effects  of  cyanide-poisoning.  At  the  inquest  the 
boy's  father.  Major  Vaurenen,  deposed  that  he  received  a 
letter  from  de-ceased  on  the  day  of  the  tragedy  stating  that  he- 
"  never  felt  more  fit  in  his  life."  Cadet  Nuennley  said  he 
knew  deceased  intended  writing  for  some  potassium  cyanide 
for  use  in  photography,  and  at  that  time  deceased  tasted  some 
chemicals  and  said  jokingly,  "  Shall  I  drink  this?  "  Vaurenen 
had  asked  witness  to  obtain  him  some  of  tho  eya,nide  at  Tor- 
quay, but  witness  refused,  as  he  knew  that  chemists  would 
not  supply  it.  A  diary  kept  by  deceased  showed  the  follow - 
in<*  entries :  "  March  10.  1910,  tried  diet  of  K  C  N — peculiar 
sensation.  March  11,  1910,  K  C  N  diet  does  not  improve- 
training.  Memo.,  on  7th  I  sent  for  ibottlo  of  K  C  N."  No- 
further  light  on  the  subject  was  found  on  examining  de- 
ceased's belongings.  The  Coroner  remarked  that  the  bottle 
found  in  deceased's  locker  was  labelled  "  Potass.  Cyanide. 
Poison.  From  Townsend  &  Mercer,  89  Bishopsgate  Street. 
Within,  London,  E.G."  Major  Vaurenen  hoped  that  the  jury 
would  pass  "  a  vote  of  censure  on  the  cruel  and  criminal 
iniquity  of  a  firm  in  sending  such  a  ghastly  poison  to  a  boy-" 
The  Coroner  (Mr.  A.  M.  Davson),  in  summing  up,  said  he 
oeuld  not  imagine  how  any  respectable,  firm  of  chemists  could 
send  a  bottle  of  cyanide  of  potassium  to  a  boy.  They  had 
no  evidence  in  this  respect  except  that  deceased  said  he  had 
written  somewhere  for  it.  He  should  have  thought  it  extremely 
difficult  for  deceased  to  obtain  a  supply,  but  the  matter  would 
no  doubt  bo  looked  into  bv  the  naval  authorities.  Mr.  Ather 
ton  said  lie  understood  that  the  police  would  inquire  for  the 
vendor  of  the  poison,  since  by  law  it  had  to  be  signed  for. 
Ttie  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure. 

Spirit  of  Salt  was  the  agent  used  for  self-destruction  by 
Frederick  G.  Crooke  (55),  carpenter.  Islington,  London,  N. 
\t  the  inquest  the  Citv  Coroner  (Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo)  informed 
a  witness  who  thought  that  there  were  no  restrictions  upon 
t he  sale  of  spirit  of  salt,  that  it  must,  be  labelled  "  Poisonous 
The  manager  of  the  shon  at  which  deceased  purchased  the 
poison  stated  that  he  did  not  ask  what  the  acid  was  required 
for.  There  was  no  need  to.  In  reply  to  the  Coroner,  who 
asked  if  it  be  "  right  to  nut  poison  in  medicine-bottles, 
Dr  G  F.  S.  Bailey,  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  replied 
that  "  if  people  want  to  take  poison  they  will  take  it  out  of 
any  thin  sr.— Spirit  of  salt  was  apparently  responsible  for  the 
death  of  Charlotte  Ann  Richardson  (57)  at  Halifax,  who  was 
found  dead  in  her  bedroom  with  a  cup  containing  a  corrosive- 
fluid  near  her.— A  Clifton  plumher  named  Wm.  John  *hng 
(34)  committed  suicide  by  taking  hydrochloric  acid. 

Strychnine.— A  verdict  of  death  by  misadventure  was  re- 
turned at.  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Tlios.  H.  Holmes,  a 
district  councillor,  who  died  from  strychnine-poisoning.  Mr. 
Jas.  Nethery,  chemist,  Dungannon,  proved  to  selling  deceased 
strychnine  for  a  horse  in  December  last.  

Difficulties  of  Dispensing.— The  "  Lancet,"  March  26,. 
publishes  under  this  heading  an  article  by  "  a  valued  German 
correspondent."  in  which  the  Continental  system  of  prescrib- 
ing unusual  doses  is  dealt  with.  The  facts  are  similar  to 
those  "iven  in  a  C.  A-  T).  article  last  year. 
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Legal  Reports. 

Trade  Law. 

Soya-bean  Meal. -In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh, 
Lord  Mackenzie  issued  his  judgment  on  Thursday,  March  31, 

rin  the  action  by  David  BLake,  a  dairyman,  against  J.  &  A. 
Lawson,  Leith,  to  recover  700/.  as  damages  in  respect  of  the 
death  of  twenty -one  cows  alleged  to  be  due  to  the  presence 

■of  pruseic  acid  in  soya-bean  meal  supplied  to  him  by  the 
defenders.  The  facts  were  reported  in  the  C.  &  J).,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  p.  247.  Lord  Mackenzie  assoilzied  defenders,  and 
found  the  pursuer  liable  in  expenses.  H©  said  the  symptoms 
showed  by  the  cows  in  question  were  not  consistent  with 
prussic-acid  poisoning,  tout  were  consistent  with  ptomaine- 
poisoning,  which  might  take  different  forms,  or  with  illness 

■caused  by  ill-feeding  or  over-feeding  with  the  potatoes  of  the 
kind  described  in  the  evidence.  The  pursuer  had  failed  to 
prove  that  the  soya-bean  meal  supplied  to  him  by  the  de- 
fenders was  not  pure.  Pure  soya-bean  meal  contained  prac- 
tically no  hydrocyanic  acid  ;  it  was  good  feeding-stuff,  though 

•on  account  of  its  richness  it  required  to  be  used  with  caution. 
Even  assuming  the  sample  of  soya-bean  meal  analysed  by 

■one  of  the  expert  witnesses  contained  the  proportion  of 
prussic  acid  described,  it  was  a  quantity  so  infinitesimal  as  to 
lie  incapable  of  injuring  the  health  of  a  cow  fed  on  1  lb.  per 

•day. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Liniment  of  Ammonia. 
At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  last  week,  W.  J.  Moody, 
Popham  Road,  Islington,  was  fined  21.  and  costs  for  selling 
liniment  of  ammonia  deficient  in  proper  oil  to  the  extent 
■of  32.7  per  cent.,  and  containing  30  per  cent,  of  arachis  oil, 
as  well  as  74.4  per  cent,  ammonia  and  70.5  per  cent,  of 
water  in  excess. 

Olive  Oil. 

Henry  Dyson,  grocer,  Blaekley,  was  summoned  recently 
at  the  West  Riding  Police  Court,  Halifax,  for  selling  as 
olive  oil  a  mixture  containing  eighty  parts  of  nut  oil  and 
twenty  parts  of  olive  oil.  Mr.  Bell,  County  Council  in- 
spector, stated  that  the  defendant  had  sent  him  a  copy  of 
a  warranty  received  with  the  oil.  If  he  was  able  to  prove 
'that  warranty,  and  that  he  was  not  responsible  for  the 
adulteration,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  Bench  to  dismiss 
'the  case.  In  connection  with  this  oil  he  believed  there 
were  three  warranties  from  different  dealers.  Mr.  N. 
Crombie,  of  York,  who  represented  the  defendant,  pro- 
duced the  warranty  given  to  Dyson.  The  case  was  dis- 
missed. Mr.  Baby  (Barnsley),  who  appeared  for  another 
interested  party,  mentioned  that  legal  proceedings  were 
going  on  in  London  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  this 
>oil.

essence  so  that  it  has  a  soothing-  instead  of  an  irritating  effect 
on  the  throat.  By  the  use  of  this  inhaler,  I  have  found  that 
I  can  certainly  keep  bronchitis  well  under  control,  otherwise 
I  should  not  be  able  to  stay  in  England  over  winter."

The  alcohol  which  they  employ 
is  rectified  spirit,  substantially  B.P.,  a  point  of  some 
importance  when  it  is  considered  that  tire  Excise  autho- 
rities fix  the  standard  for  wood  naphtha  employed  for 
methylation,  but  permit  unrectified  alcohol  to  be  used  if 
it  conforms  with  the  ethyl  alcohol  strengths.  Messrs. 
Randall  find  that  the  quality  of  the  alcohol  is  not  a 
negligible  factor  in  the  production  of  methylated  spirits, 
hence  their  use  of  a  rectified  variety,  and  the  result  is, 
both  in  "industrial"  and  "mineralised"  methylated 
spirits,  products  which  are  perfectly  water  white,  and  free 
from  the  fishy  odour  that  may  arise  when  the  ethyl  alcohol 
is  impure.  The  Excise  authorities  now  permit  chemists  to 
use  industrial  methylated  spirit  in  making  certain  toilet 
preparations,  and  the  sample  we  have  examined  indicates 
the  possibilities  in  this  direction.

International  Congress  of  Colonial  Agriculture. — ■ 
A  Congress  of  Colonial  Agriculture  was  held  in  Paris  in 
1905,  and  after  it  was  over  the  prime  movers  formed  the 
International  Association  of  Colonial  Agriculture,  which 
has  its  headquarters  in  Paris.  It  is  proposed  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  fact  of  the  Brussels  Exhibition  to  hold  a 
second  congress  in  that  city  in  May  next.

In  this  country  this  preliminary  work  has 
been  undertaken  by  Professor  Dunstan,  Director  of  the 
Imperial  Institute,  and  it  is  understood  that  a  large 
number  of  papers  have  been  promised  to  the  British  com- 
mittee from  all  parts  of  the  Empire.

Pharmacy  Legislation. 

We  learn  upon  official  authority  that  there  is  practically 
no  likelihood  of  any  legislation  being  brought  forward 
during  the  present  session  having  for  its  object  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908,  in  the 
direction  of  restricting  the  use  of  the  word  "pharmacy" 
and  for  the  extension  of  the  poisons  regulations  so  as  to 
include  members  of  the  medical  profession. 

Ex-Members  at  St.  Stephen's. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  present 
session  has  been  the  large  number  of  ex-members  of  Parlia- 
ment who  have  revisited  the  scene  of  their  former  labours — 
due  no  doubt  to  a  natural  curiosity  to  witness  the  changed 
personnel  in  the  composition  of  the  body  politic.  One  of 
those  who  were  in  the  lobby  on  Wednesday  evening  was 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  who  was  heartily  welcomed  by  many 
of  his  old  colleagues.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who  unsuccess- 
fully contested  the  Stepney  division  at  the  last  election 
against  Mr.  Leverton  Harris,  M.P. ,  also  visited  the  lobby 
on  the  same  evening. 

Drugs  for  Territorials. 

Viscount  Valentia,  M.P.  for  Oxford,  asked  the  Secretary 
■of  State  for  War,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  23, 
whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  on  mobilisation  some 
county  associations  are  ordered  to  provide  within  a  week 
a  fully-equipped  general  hospital,  the  administrator  of 
which  is  expected  to  arrange  for  having  a  call  upon  local 
tradesmen  for  hospital  equipment,  drugs,  and  surgical 
appliances,  besides  fittings  for  a  building  in  which  to  store 


them,  that  the  local  tradesmen  appear  unwilling  to  set 
aside  the  requisite  stock  owing  to  the  inconvenience  to 
them  of  locking  up  the  capital  required,  and  that  the 
county  associations  are  precluded  by  CM.  221  from  in- 
curring any  expenditure  on  purchase,  storage,  or  other 
provision  for  equipment,  he  will  consider  the  necessity 
for  a  special  grant  to  be  devoted  to  the  above  object. — Mr. 
Haldane  replied  that  the  whole  matter  is  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  War  Office. 

Deaths  under  Anesthetics. 
The  recently  issued  report  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  the  question  of  the  law  and  practice  in  coroners' 
courts  contained  only  a  general  reference  to  the  question 
of  deaths  under  anaesthetics,  in  regard  to  which  a  good 
deal  of  highly  important  evidence  was  taken  in  the  course 
of  the  inquiry.  The  committee  merely  stated  that  in 
their  opinion  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  an  inquest 
should  be  held  in  all  cases  where  deaths  had  occurred  under 
such  circumstances  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Coroner,  but  that  in  each  instance  they  should  be  reported 
to  him.  The  separate  report  of  the  committee  dealing 
with  this  particular  aspect  of  the  investigation  has  now 
been  signed  by  all  the  members  and  forwarded  to  the  Home 
Secretary.  It  will  almost  immediately  be  presented  to 
Parliament,  and  will  be  issued  to  the  public  without  delay. 
The  whole  question  has  been  very  fully  dealt  with,  and 
the  report  will  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  features  of 
the  inquiry. 

Shop  Hours  Regulations. 
With  the  now  familiar  proviso.  "  if  the  exigencies  of  the 
Parliamentary  situation  permit,"  the  statement  made  by 
Mr.  J.  A.  Seddon,  M.P.,  at  the  annual  Conference  of  the 
National  Amalgamated  Union  of  Shop-assistants,  Ware- 
housemen, and  Clerks  that  he  had  received  an  assurance 
that  a  Shop  Hours  Bill  would  be  the  first  departmental 
measure  to  be  brought  before  the  present  Parliament  may 
be  taken  to  correctly  indicate  the  present  intentions  of  the 
Government.  The  Ministerial  Bill,  it  may  be  remembered, 
was  formally  introduced  last  summer  by  Viscount  Glad- 
stone, then  Home  Secretary,  in  a  ten  minutes'  speech,  to 
enable  its  provisions  to  be  discussed  in  the  country  in  the 
intervening  period.  The  main  features  of  the  Bill  were  a 
proposal  to  restrict  the  nouns  of  shop-assistants,  to  make 
Sunday  closing  compulsory,  to  provide  for  a  weekly  half- 
holiday,  and  to  give  local  option  in  the  matter  of  early 
closing  on  the  lines  of  the  present  Act,  which  would  be 
materially  simplified.  The  Bill  was  intended  to  apply  to 
the  whole  of  the  country,  save  in  the  case  of  rural  parishes 
with  a  population  of  less  than  a  thousand.  Shop-assistants 
were  not  to  be  employed  more  than  sixty  hours  a  week, 
exclusive  of  meal  times,  nor  after  eight  o'clock  on  more 
than  three*  days  a  week.  A  notice  to  this  effect  was  to  be 
posted  in  each  shop.  Overtime  was  to  be  allowed  to  the 
extent  of  two  hours  per  day  on  not  more  than  thirty  days 
in  each  year.  With  few  exceptions  there  was  to  be  a 
weekly  half-holiday  in  all  shops,  which  were  to  be  closed 
not  later  than  two  o'clock  on  one  day  in  the  week,  the  day 
to  be-  fixed  by  the  local  authority.  All  shops  were  to  be 
closed  on  Sundays,  special  provision  being  made  in  the 
case  of  Jewish  traders.  The  Bill  was  also  to  apply  to  the 
case  of  street  hawkers  and  traders,  and  the  responsibility 
for  its  enforcement  was  to  rest  with  the  local  authority. 
Power  was  to  be  given  to  the  Home  Office  to  hold  an  inquiry 
to  authorise  the  factory  inspectors  to  take  special  steps  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  Special  ex- 
emption was  to  be  made  in  the  case  of  chemists  under 
Clause  23  as  follows  : 

"  (1)  Where  the  sale  of  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical 
appliances  is  carried  on  in  any  shop,  so  much  of  Part  I.  of 
this  Act  as  prohibits  the  employment  of  a  person  after  eight 
o'clock  in  tie  evening  on  more  than  three  days  in  the  week 
shall  not  apply  as  respects  shop-assistants  employed  for  the 
purposes  of  such  sale.  (2)  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  prevent, 
customers  being  served  with  medicines  or  medical  or  surgical 
appliances  on  any  week-day  after  the  hour  at  which  the  shop 
in  which  thev  are  sold  is  required  to  be  closed  by  or  under 
Part  II.  of  this  Act  or  on  Sunday,  or  shall  prevent  a  shop- 
assistant  so  serving  customers  notwithstanding  that_  he  may 
be  employed  for  the  purpose  contrary  to  tho  provisions  of 
1     Part  I.  of  this  Act." 
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Temperatures  under  this  heading:  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Salicylic  Acid  in  Foods.-H.  C.  Sherman  ("  Journ. 
Indusfc.  ami  Engineering  Chem."  and  "  Chem.  News") 
recalls  a  possible  source  of  error  in  testing  for  salicylic  acid 
in  foods  or  malted  liquids.  Maltol,  a  volatile  acid  substance 
which  is  soluble  in  ether,  gives  with  ferric-chloride  solution 
the  samo  violet  coloration  as  salicylic  acid,  has  been  shown 
l>v  Brand  to  be  formed  in  roasting  malt  and  in  baking  bread. 
To  eliminate  this  source  of  error  Jorissen's  reaction  is  recom- 
mended for  testing  the  extracted  acid.  In  this  test  four  or 
live  drops  of  potassium-nitrite  solution  (10-per-cent.)  and  the 
f~ame  amount  of  acetic  acid  (50-per-cent.),  with  one  drop  of 
copper-sulphate  solution  (10-per-cent.),  are  added  to  10  c.c. 
<>f  the  solution  to  be  tested;  after  shaking,  the  test  liquid  is 
heated  to  boiling  (if  necessary  boiling  for  half  a  minute),  then 
allowed  to  stand  for  one  or  two  minutes,  for  the  red  colour, 
due  to  salicylic  acid,  to  develop.  By  comparison  with  a 
blank  test,  1  in  200.000  of  salicylic  acid  is  easily  recognisable.

The  above  figures  show  that  the  Algerian  Bigarado  oil  is 
richer  in  esters  than  that  of  the  Midi  (esters  8-20),  while  their 
rotatory  power  and  specific  gravity  are  normal.  Algerian 
Portugal  neroli  possesses  a  considerably  higher  density  and 
ester-content  than  the  Spanish  oil,  but  the  latter  has  the 
greater  rotatory  power.  The  prime  factor  as  regards  the 
increase  of  esters  is  put  down  by  M.  Chapus  to  climatic  con- 
ditions, the  identical  species  cultivated  on  the  plains  at 
Bouffarik,  Algeria,  yielding  an  oil  containing  a  lower  pro- 
portion of  esters  than  those  grown  around  Blida  at  a  height 
<>f  150  to  450  metres.  A  second  factor  in  the  variation  is  the 
variety  of  citrus  cultivated,  tho  bulk  of  the  commercial 
Algerian  oils  being  distilled  from  flowers  collected  by  the 
natives  in  small  quantities  from  different  varieties  growing 
at  varying  altitudes. 

New  Reaction  for  Strychnine.— M.  Paul  Malaquin 
("Journ.  de  Pharm.  et  de  Chem.,"  xxx.,  No.  12,  p.  546)  de- 
scribes a  test  for  strychnine,  depending  upon  tho  production 
of  a  pale  to  bright  rose  coloration  when  strychnine  is  reduced 
with  nascent  hydrogen  and  treated  with  strong  sulphuric 
acid.    The  mode  of  conducting  tho  test  is  as  follows: 

One  c.c.  of  solution  of  a  strychnin©  salt  (of  a  strength  not 
exceeding  1  in  1,000)  and  1  c.c.  of  pure  hydrochloric  acid 
are  placed  in  a  test-tube  and  1  gram  of  pure  sheet  zino  is 
added.    Tho  reaction  is  allowed  to  proceed  for  two  to 
four  minutes  in  the  cold,  and  the  mixture  is  finally  raised 
to  the  boiling-point  and  tho  test-tube  then  cooled  in  water. 
The  cooled  liquid  is  decanted  upon  tho  surface  of  2  c.c. 
of  puro  concentrated   sulphuric  acid  pipetted  upon  the 
bottom  of  a  dry  test-tube,  avoiding  mixing  the  two  liquids. 
A  rose-coloured  ring  is  formed  immediately,  or  within  a 
few  minutes,   at  tho  junction  of  the  two  liquids,  which 
gradually  spreads  throughout  the  contents  of  the  test-tube, 
which  arc  then  boiled  for  several  seconds. 
Prolonged  boiling  does  not  affect  the  colour  if  water  bo  added 
to  replace  that  lost  by  evaporation,  while  the  red  colour  given 
by  veratrine  in  contact  with  sulphuric  acid  changes  into  a 
dirty  yellow.    A  concentrated  solution  of  calcium  chloride 
(1  in  2)  may  replace  the  sulphuric  acid  in  tho  test,  but  the 
reaction  is  sharper  with  tho  latter  reagent.   Potassium  sulpho- 
oyanide,  potassium  bisulphite,  and  an  excess  of  ammonia 
decolorise  the  rose  coloration  duo  to  strychnine,  but  sodium 
.sulphite  and  sulphur  dioxide  have  no  action  upon  it.  An 
excess  of  sulphuric  acid  restores  the  colour  bleached  by  adding 
ammonia.    The  coloration  is  characteristic  with  a  propor- 
tion of  1  per  1,000  of  a  strychnine  salt,  and  is  still  evident  with 
a  solution  containing  1  per  100.000.    Aconitine,  atropine, 
brucine,    cicutine,    cocaine,    codeine,    digitalin,  morphine, 
•physostigmine,   picrotoxin,  pilocarpine,  quinine,  sparteine, 
•and  strophanthin  do  not  give  tho  reaction.

XJropurg-ol.-The  trade-name  for  a  new  form  of  hexn 
methylene-tetramine. 
Vanadozon.— Anhydrous  sodiovanadium  chloride. 

Xametrin.— A  protected  name  for  hexamethylenetetra- 
mine. 

Ysyn.— A  preparation  of  milk-albumin  containing  85  to 
87.5  per  cent,  of  albumin.    A  white  almost  tasteless  powder. 

Zincocbinol.  —  A  compound  obtained  bv  combining  oxy- 
chinoline  sulphonate  with  zinc  oxide  or  carbonate.  A  yellow 
powder,  almost  insoluhle  in  water.

Dr.  Cavanagh's  Lecture 

cn  life  without  disease  is  not  very 
convincing.  It  may  be  true  that  "the  doctor  as  we  see 
him  too  often  to-day  is  obsolete,  an  anachronism,"  and 
that  the  chemist,  as  a  prescriber,  is  "  a  greater  delinquent 
still";  but  when  Dr.  Cavanagh  proceeds  to  argue  that 
we  might  prevent  disease  by  applying  to  human  beings 
the  same  principles  of  selective  breeding  that  are  employed 
to  secure  "  the  best  stock  "  in  horse.s  and  cattle,  he  forgets 
that  even  the  "  best  bred  "  cattle  are  by  no  means  exempt 
from  disease,  and  that  the  conditions — to  say  nothing  of 
the  nature — of  human  and  of  merely  animal  life  are  not  quite 
the  same.  And  the  idea  that  human  life,  at  any  rate 
under  modern  conditions,  can  ever  be  made  perfectly 
healthy  is  more  than  questionable  It  is  really  our  civilisa- 
tion that  Dr.  Cavanagh  attacks,  and  mistaken  as  that 
civilisation  may  be,  it  will  never  be  set  right  by  an 
observance  of  the  laws  of  physical  health,  for  it  is  itself 
often  the  cause  rather  than  the  result  of  disease.  Doctors 
do  well  to  teach  us  how  to  avoid  disease  ;  but  theirs  is 
still  mainly  the  function  of  healing,  and  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  any  one  of  them  should  seem  to  lend 
authority  to  the  notion  that  an  "  anremic  existence  "  is  not 
worth  preserving. 

Of  More  Immediate  Interest 

to  pharmacists  is  Dr.  Cavanagh's 
attitude  towards  drugs ;  an  attitude  which  strikingly  illus- 
trates what  was  said  in  these  columns  last  week  on  the 
scepticism  of  doctors.  He  starts  with  the  dictum  that 
"all  efficient  drugs  are  poisons,  and  act  by  being 
poisonous  ";  but  this  surely  depends  upon  what  we  mean 
by  poison.  Can  we  use  the  word  in  Dr.  Cavanagh's  rigid 
sense?  One  man's  meat,  we  say,  is  another  man's  poison  ; 
what  is  meat  under  some  conditions  may  be  poison  under 
others,  and  vice  versa ;  the  only  reasonable  view  is  that 
poison  is  anything  which  "by  other  than  mechanical 
means  destroys  life  or  injures  health  "  ;  and  the  fact,  if 
it  is  a  fact,  that  the  body  clears  out  our  drugs  "as  totally 
and  as  rapidly  as  possible  "  is  no  proof  that  it  is  injured 
by  them.  Granting  that  they  arc  not  found  in  the  natural 
healthy  body,  and  are  therefore  not  needed  by  it,  they 
may,  and  doubtless  do,  have  a  beneficial  effect  in  morbid 
conditions  of  the  body,  correcting  or  expelling  what  would 
otherwise  destroy  it.  Dr.  Cavanagh,  indeed,  admits  this. 
Having  first  (very  conveniently  for  his  theory)  ruled  out 
iron,  hypophosphites,  "and  a  few  others" — which  would 
themselves  be  hurtful,  and  therefore  poisonous,  in  excess — 
he  adds  that  "by  our  drugs"  we  are  "making  chronic 
invalids  live  as  long  as  the  moderately  healthy,"  and 
lengthening  human  life  in  general  to  nearly  double  what  it 
was  fifty  years  ago.  His  position  is  therefore  illogical  to 
the  point  of  absurdity.  Is  it  presumptuous  to  add  that  it 
is  also  radically  unscientific  ?  Science  would  certainly 
seem  here  to  have  overleapt  itself ;  for  surely  science, 
properly  so  called,  is  based  on  phenomena,  and  the  teach- 
ing of  these,  in  this  connection,  is  that  drugs  are  not 
necessarily  poisons,  and  are  often  agents  of  healing. 

"The  Natural  Form  of  Development" 

which  is  some  day  to 
separate  the  pharmaceutical  sheep  from  the  oil  and  colour 
goats  will  not  come  in  our  day.  Mr.  Grier  feels  certain 
that  the  change  will  come,  and  he  gives  Ireland  and  the 
Continent  as  examples  of  what  we  are  to  expect ;  but  the 


conditions  are  not  the  same  in  Great  Britain.  We  must 
take  into  account  the  enormous  development  of  company 
pharmacy  in  this  country,  a  state  of  affairs  to  which  both 
Ireland  and  the  Continent  are  practically  strangers.  The 
differentiation  of  function  and  qualification  was  what  our 
forefathers  fought  for  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago,  but  they 
failed,  and  the  goal  they  strove  to  reach  seems  farther  off 
than  ever.  Are  their  dreams  worth  resuscitating  ?  I 
doubt  it  very  much.  The  company  chemist  has  come  to 
stay,  and  he  is  a  new  and  most  important  factor  in  the 
situation.  In  what  class  does  Mr.  Grier  place  that  hybrid, 
whether  as  the  full-blown  pharmacist  or  as  the  common  or 
garden  druggist  ? 
More  Important  Still 

is  the  fact,  which  so  many  dreamers 
forget,  that  since  1868  every  chemist  in  the  country  has 
been  made  to  pass  through  the  same  "mill,"  and  there 
are  now  two  generations  of  qualified  pharmacists  who  will 
most  naturally  insist  on  taking  the  full  advantage  of  the 
position  and  title  (such  as  it  is)  allowed  them  by  law. 
Unless  Mr.  Grier  has  it  in  view  to  make  his  druggists  out 
of  the  seedsmen  and  oil  and  colour  men  who  "dispense" 
poisons  by  the  gallon  and  hundredweight,  I  fail  to  see 
where  he  is  to  get  them.  True,  he  may  want  to  institute 
an  assistants'  examination  or  something  equivalent  to  it, 
and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  will  gladly  do  anything 
if  thsre  is  money  in  it;  but  apart  from  this  there  is  not 
much  ground  for  believing  that  the  differentiation  so  often 
talked  about  will  ever  come  about. 
Speaking  of  Examinations, 

I  see  that  one  of  your  corre- 
spondents refers  to  the  fact  that  it  is  still  the  practice  for 
candidates  to  take  three  "shots"  at  the  Minor  before 
he  manages  to  get  through  the  golden  gate.  Not  so  long 
ago  this  three-shot  business  was  attributed  to  uneducated 
apprentices  joining  the  trade  and  by  means  of  cram 
getting  through  the  old  "Preliminary."  This  was  the 
plea  for  abolishing  that  examination  and  stiffening  up  all 
round.  That  was  a  dozen  years  ago,  and  the  present-day 
candidates  undoubtedly  belong  to  the  new  order.  Why 
is  it  that  the  same  old  average  is  still  maintained  ?  It 
cannot  be  uneducated  apprentices  now  ;  I  suppose  some 
other  explanation  will  be  forthcoming  when  the  Council 
imposes  that  long-hoped-for  curriculum. 

Martin  van  Butchell, 

whose  portrait  (with  one  of  his  adver- 
tisements) was  recently  sold  among  other  curiosities  by 
Messrs.  Puttick  &  Simpson,  was  perhaps  as  nauseous  a 
scoundrel  as  ever  disgraced  the  profession  of  medicine- 
even  as  an  irregular  practitioner.  He  seems  to  have  lived 
entirely  upon  advertisement;  and  from  the  specimens  of 
these  which  survive  we  cannot  but  be  amazed  at  his  success. 
He  lived  in  Mount  Street,  Grosvenor  Square,  in  a  house 
made  conspicuous  by  a  huge,  mysterious  inscription  painted 
all  over  its  front,  and  when  his  wife  died  there  in  1776  he 
turned  her  death  to  account  by  embalming  the  body  and 
exhibiting  it  to  his  patients  and  friends.  It  is  humiliating 
to  human  nature  to  be  told  (as  we  are  by  Mr.  Sampson) 
that  he  was  regarded  as  "  quite  above  the  level  of  ordinary 
charlatans,"  and  that  people  used  to  visit  him  not  so  much 
for  advice  as  for  the  pleasure  of  his  conversation.  He  is  of 
some  historical  interest  to  chemists,  because  it  was  largely 
his  success  that  led  to  the  tax  on  "  patent  medicines,"  first 
imposed  in  1783. 

In  Italian  places  where  there  is  only  one  pharmacy  the 
owner  may  not  close  his  shop  unless  he  has  given  notice 
ten  days  beforehand  to  the  local  sanitary  authorities,

Editorial  Articles . 

Hospital  Drugs. 

Mr.  H.  Finnemore,  pharmacist  to  Guy's  Hospital,  has 
issued  his  report  for  1909  on  the  dispensary  and  pharma- 
ceutical laboratory  of  the  hospital,  which  gives  some  in- 
teresting details  of  the  kind  and  quantity  of  drugs  used  in 
one  of  the  important  London  hospitals.  During  last  year 
there  was  an  increase  of  5,123  attendances  of  out-patients, 
but  it  is  acknowledged  that  the  year  1908,  with  which  the 
comparison  is  made,  was  abnormally  low.  Of  the  total 
of  203,455  dispensary  attendances,  160,373  were  of  the 
paying  class— a  nominal  sum  of  Zd.  per  week  being  charged 
to  those  patients  who  can  afford  it.  In  this  way 
1,984/.  15s.  6d.  was  received,  against  1,904/.  7s.  2d.  in  1908. 
We  note  also  an  item  "sale  of  drugs"  113/.  3s.  Id.,  but 
no  explanation  is  given  of  what  kind  of  drugs  these  were. 
Possibly  the  item  is  for  cod-liver  oil  and  malt  extract ;  if 
so,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  this  great 
London  institution  enters  into  competition  with  retail 
pharmacists  in  regard  to  prices.  The  system  in  the  dis- 
pensary is  to  charge  for  goods  supplied  to  the  other  depart- 
ments—medical and  dental  schools,  etc.— of  the  hospital, 
so  that  altogether  the  dispensary  "sold"  2,481/.  2s.  9c/. 
worth  of  goods.  The  total  cost  of  drugs  and  dressings 
during  1909  was  5,269/.  (2,773/.  drugs,  2,496/.  dressings), 
an  increase  over  1908  (an  abnormally  low  year)  of  340/. 
Of  the  drugs  referred  to  in  the  above  amount,  2,231/.  worth 
was  bought  on  contract,  172/.  worth  without  contract; 
proprietaries  are  given  as  87/.,  serums  116/.,  bottles  142/., 
and  labels  25/.  Mr.  Finnemore  also  gives  some  statistics 
of  the  antiseptics  used  in  the  hospital,  from  which  the 
following  figures  are  taken  :  Boric  acid  32  cwt. 
(38/.  15s.  6d.),  carbolic  acid  30  cwt,  (77/.  14s.),  chinosol 
6  11).  (3/.  5s.),  formaldehyde  650  lb.  (11/.  12s.  M.), 
hydrogen  peroxide  485  gal.  (50/.  7s.  5^/.),  iodoform  28  lb. 
(16/.  5s.  6(7.),  mercuric  chloride  49  lb.  (7/.  18s.  7>d.). 
Similar  statistics  are  given  for  anesthetics,  the  most  ex- 
pensive items  being  566  lb.  absolute  alcohol,  which  cost 
118/.  13s.  5f/.,  and  ether  930  lb.  at  a  cost  of  91/.  16s.  6d. 
Stovaine  and  other  spinal  anaesthetics  figures  for  the  first 
time  in  the  report  at  7s.  Ad.    The  amount  of  absolute 
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.  alcohol  is  increased  from  what  it  was  in  1908,  duo  to  the 
fact  that  larger  quantities  are  employed  in  the  pathological 
department  and  operating  theatres,  where,  it  is  used  for 
drying  instruments.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  return  of  the  used  alcohol  for  re-distillation.  The 
statistics  regarding  dressings  show  that  the  most  expensive 
■  items  are  lint  (489?.  10.?.  lid.)  and  bandages  (985?.  5s.  M.). 
Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  the 
supply  of  absorbent  wool  up  to  sample,  due  to  some  extent 
to  the  abnormal  condition  of  the  cotton  .market.  The  in- 
creased duty  on  alcohol  is  found  to  be  182/.  on  the  cost  of 
ten  largely-used  drugs,  but  the  amount  would  have  been 
larger  still  if  the  precaution  had  not  been  taken  to  purchase 
largely  before  the  introduction  of  the  1909  Budget.  The 
following  are  the  quantities  consumed  of  some  of  the  most 
largely-used  drugs  :  Bismuth  salts  228  lb.,  camphor  330  lb., 
glycerin  36  cwt.,  honey  38  cwt.,  malt  extract  190  cwt., 
opium  and  its  alkaloids  56  lb.,  potassium  iodide  282  lb., 
rectified  spirit  250  gals.,  methylated  spirit  1,760  gals., 
sugar  66  cwt.  The  quantity  of  tablets  employed  (800  lb.) 
is  a  large  increase  on  1908,  due  to  the  introduction  of  a 
1  home-made  formaldehyde  tablet  to  take  the  place  of  a 
proprietary  article.  Some  300  lb.  of  the  tablet  referred  to 
was  made  at  a  cost  for  ingredients  of  51.  ;  this  quantity 
would  have  cost  202?.  if  bought  in  proprietary  form.  The 
report  is  of  considerable  interest  to  pharmacists  as  showing 
the  large  amount  of  drugs  consumed  in  such  institutions, 
and  also  indicating  a  possibly  increasing  source  of  com- 
petition. 


Indian  Customs  Duties. 

We  have  now  received  full  details  regarding  the  changes 
in  the  Indian  tariff,  some  of  which  are  of  direct  interest  to 
wholesale  druggists  on  this  side.  The  changes  have  been 
induced  by  the  curtailment  of  opium  exports  to  China, 
with  corresponding  diminution  in  the  revenue  from  that 
source.  It  is  estimated  that  this  year  India  will  lose 
130  lacs  of  rupees,  and  the  loss  will  grow  as  the  exports  of 
opium  are  reduced  to  the  vanishing-point.  The  value  of 
Indian  opium,  appreciated  to  an  extraordinary  extent  last 
1  year,  and  this  brought  a  windfall  of  a  million  sterling 
to  the  revenue,  but  the  money  has  been  utilised  on  the 
principle  of  meeting  non-recurring  liabilities,  which  would 
otherwise  have  hampered  the  finances  in  future  years.  Sir 
'  Fleetwood  Wilson  has  to  provide  for  a  deficit  of 
rs.  16,500,000,  and  the  additional  revenue  is  to  be  found 
largely  by  substantial  duties  on  wines,  beer,  spirits,  petro- 
leum, tobacco,  and  silver,  the  new  rates  for  which  come 
into  force  on  February  25.  The  whole  of  the  import  spirit 
schedule  has  been  overhauled,  the  following  being  the  chief 
alterations  : 

The  duty  on  liqueurs,  sweetened  spirits,  cordials,  bitters, 
perfumed  spirits,  and  toilet  preparations  containing  spirits 
has  been  raised  from  rs.  10  to  rs.  13  per  gallon.  A  new  item 
included  under  the  head  of  liqueurs  is  toilet  preparations, 
which,  in  some  cases,  were  difficult  to  differentiate  from 
spirits.  In  the  old  schedule,  toilet  preparations  had  only  rs.  7 
per  gallon  import  duty;  they  will  now  pay  rs.  13. 

The  import  duty  on  spirits  has  also  been  increased,  except 
on  spirits  unfit  for  human  consumption  (methylated),  which 
remains  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem  as  before.  Spirits  used  in 
drugs,  medicines,  or  chemicals,  on  which  formerly  5  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  import  duty  was  paid,  will  now  be  charged  rs.  7-13 
per  gallon,  of  the  equivalent  of  I5  anna  per  degree  proof.  On 
other  sorts  of  spirits  rs.  9.6  per  proof  gallon  duty  will  be 
imposed.  The  unworkable  distinction  which  existed  in  the 
taxation  of  spirits  used  for  medicinal  purposes  has  been 
,  removed,  and  they  have  been  relieved  of  the  full  rate  of  duty 
in  recognition  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  employed. 
Perfumed  spirit  in  wood  or  bottle  will  pay  rs.  13  per  gallon 
import  duty  instead  of  rs.  11  as  before. 

Simultaneously  the  Excise  duties  levied  in  India  on  beer 
and  on  spirits  locally  manufactured  to  resemble  imported 


spirits  will  be  raised  to  the  new  tariff  rates.  It  is,  how- 
ever, complained  that  the  Excise  duties,  taking  them  alto- 
gether, will  be  higher  than  the  Customs  duties,  thus  favour- 
ing importers,  but  this  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  adjusted.  In  making  his 
Budget  statement,  Sir  Fleetwood  Wilson  referred  at  con- 
siderable length  to  the  proceedings  of  the  International 
Opium  Commission.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  fifth 
resolution  passed  by  that  body  urged  each  Government  to 
control  in  its  own  territories  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  dis- 
tribution of  morphine  or  any  similar  opium  derivative.  Sir 
Fleetwood  welcomed  this  recommendation,  adding  that 
under  the  new  Tariff  Act  (Schedule  3)  it  is  proposed  to 
bring  the  alkaloids  of  opium  into  the  same  category,  for  the 
purpose  of  taxation,  as  opium  itself.  In  short,  the  intention 
is  to  impose  an  adequate  duty  on  morphine  and  its  salts 
when  imported  otherwise  than  as  ingredients  in  recognised 
medicines. 


Private  Bonding. 

The  difficulties  met  with  by  users  of  duty-paid  spirits  for 
manufacturing  purposes  naturally  increase  as  the  duty  is 
increased,   for  the   difficulties   are   in  a  large  measure 
synonymous  with  monetary  loss.    Since  the  spirit-duty  was 
increased  by  fully  30  per  cent.,  and  especially  since  the  re- 
moval of  that  increase  has  been  mooted,  manufacturers  have 
had  to  face  the  possibility  of  being  left  in  hand  with  high- 
priced  stocks  which  may  have  to  be  sold  at  a  big  loss.  To 
meet  the  recurrence  of  such  conditions  it  is  now  proposed 
on  behalf  of  manufacturers  that  the  spirit- duty  should  not 
be  levied  on  the  naked  spirit  which  enters  their  factories, 
but  on  the  spirit  contained  in  the  various  medicinal  prepara- 
tions made  on  the  premises.    The  advantages  of  this  course 
of  procedure  are  obvious.    All  potable  spirit  would  be  re- 
ceived duty  free,  and  all  losses  in  course  of  manufacture 
(waste,  etc.)  would  not  carry,  as  at  present,  the  duty  of 
14s.  9d.  per  proof  gallon.    Less  capital  would  be  required 
for  the  purchase  of  spirit,  hence  cheaper  preparations  could 
be  put  on  the  market.    The  duty  would  be  imposed  on  the 
medicine  or  essence  containing  spirit,  so  that  whatever  be 
the  amount  fixed  by  any  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  the 
proportionate  part  would  be  paid  by  the  manufacturer  at  the 
factory  door.    Apart  from  the  fact  that  a  manufacturer 
would  not  be  out  of  his  money  so  long,  he  could  manage  his 
manufacturing  business  entirely  free  from  any  duty  ques- 
tion.   There  is  little  doubt  that  some  reform  of  this  nature- 
would  make  for  that  stability  in  commercial  life  which  is 
so  essential  to  progress.    The  reform  has  been  discussed  at 
various  times,  the  last  occasion  being  when  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Industrial  Alcohol  was  sitting,  one 
outcome  of  that  being  a  suggestion,  which  advanced  to  the 
stage  of  discussion  as  a  feasible  proposal,  that  a  large  co- 
operative bonded  factory  should  be  established  in  which 
various  manufacturers  might  conduct  their  processes,  using 
duty-free  pure  spirits.    To  this  suggestion  there  were  many 
objections,  which  then  proved  to  be  insuperable  ;  the  ob- 
jections still  remain,  but  the  scheme  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Charles  TJmney  {€'.  <!•  D.,  March  26,  p.  468)  would  differ  in 
practice,  as  it  implies  the  establishment  of  a  bonded  ware- 
house or  factory  on  each  manufacturer's  premises  carrying 
most  of  the  advantages  inherent  to  such  warehouse.    It  is 
frequently  beneficial  in  promoting  reforms  to  consider  the 
objections  which  may  be  urged  against  them  by  opponents, 
and  it  is  on  that  ground,  and  not  at  all  as  unsympathetic  to 
the  proposed  reform,  that  we  present  the  following  state- 
ment of  present  fiscal  practice  as  to  manufacturing  in  bond  t 
From  the  point  of  view  of  the  official  authorities,  the  de- 
sired reform  cuts  dead  against  revenue  law  and  practice. 
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Certain  broad  principles  are  laid  down  governing;  the  grant 
of  a  bonded  warehouse,  and  that  the  proposal  conflicts  with 
most  of  these  principles.  A  bonded  warehouse  must  be  for 
the  general  service  of  the  public.  For  many  years  the  Trea- 
sury has  set  its  face  against  private  bonded  warehouses,  the 
risk  to  the  revenue  and  the  greater  administrative  cost  telling 
against  their  establishment,  and  the  few  that  exist  are  those 
that  retain  old  privileges  granted  before  official  principles 
had  crystallised  into  set  purposes.  Agaiii,  a  bonded  ware- 
house is  for  storage  of  goods,  and  not  manufacturing.  Pro- 
cesses which  can  as  well,  if  not  better,  bo  carried  on  in  the 
factory  are  tabooed  by  the  Revenue  authorities,  and  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  restrict  operations  involving  manufac- 
ture in  a  bonded  warehouse,  especially  if  for  home  consump- 
tion. Perfumes  are  permitted  to  bo  made  in  bond  for  ex- 
portation only,  but  all  the  pomades,  fats,  and  other  vehicles 
for  carrying  or  extracting  the  scent  have  to  be  prepared 
outside.  Even  reducing  of  spirit  strength  by  addition  of  water 
inside  a  general  bonded  warehouse  is  not  permitted  if  in- 
tended for  home  consumption.  Bonded  articles  can  bo 
mixed,  separated,  repacked,  cleansed,  or  "  fouled,"  but  as  a 
general  rule  the  article  is  of  the  same  character  at  the  end 
as  at  the  beginning.  The  blending  of  teas  and  spirits,  tho 
garbling  of  tobacco,  fining  of  wine,  and  rendering  spirit  im- 
potable by  addition  of  naphtha  are  cases  in  point.  If  charac- 
ter is  changed,  the  general  rule  is  to  restrict  the  change  for 
exportation  purposes  only.  Perfumed  spirits  is  an  instance. 
But  there  are  exceptions.  Still  wine  can  bo  converted  into 
sparkling  for  home  consumption,  but  at  the  expense  of  the 
imposition  of  a  higher  duty.  Spirits  can  be  blended,  reduced, 
and  bottled  for  home  use,  but  this  concession  is  officially  re- 
garded as  a  mistake.  Tobacco  can  be  manufactured  in  bond, 
because  sweetening  is  not  allowed  on  tho  factory  premises. 
Wine  can  be  fortified  (an  old  practice  dating  back  many 
years),  and  unsound  wine  may  be  converted  into  vinegar 
because  it  is  already  acetic  in  character.  Tho  dividing-lino 
is  rough,  but  sufficiently  clear  to  indicate  the  general  prin- 
ciples underlying  work  performed  in  a  bonded  warehouse. 
To  manufacture  medicinal  and  toilet  preparations  in  bond  is 
to  undo  what  the  Revenue  authorities  have  been  trying  to  do 
for  many  years  past.  Other  objections  bearing  on  situation, 
proximity  to  duty-paid  goods,  and  accommodation  of  officers 
might  also  be  advanced,  but  perhaps  sufficient  has  already  been 
said  to  show  that  the  principle  raised  is  ono  most  difficult  to 
secure;  indeed,  Parliament  itself  must  lay  down  a  new  code 
of  procedure  in  this  matter  if  any  progress  is  to  'be  made. 
Additional  administrative  cost  might  bo  overcome  by  Mr. 
Gladstone's  method  of  charging  so  much  extra  on  the  goods 
made  in  bond — a  principle  withdrawn  by  Mr.  Austen  Chamber- 
lain in  1904  and  1905  on  complaints  of  tea  and  other  merchants. 
The  establishment  of  private  bonded  warehouses  on  the  fac- 
tory promises  would  necessarily  place  the  bigger  manufac- 
turer at  an  advantage  as  compared  with  the  smaller  manu- 
facturer, and  the  question  would  arise  of  the  equitability  of 
making  the  bonded  competitor  pay  more  in  order  to  maintain 
equality  with  the  little  man's  products.  Looking  at  tho 
matter  in  tho  abstract,  the  fairest  and  justest  course  is  to 
levy  the  Crown  toll  on  the  finished  article;  but  on  the  other 
hand  it  has  been  urged  that  though  tho  present  method  may 
compel  a  man  to  pay  duty  on  spirit  lost  in  manufacture  and  to 
lose  interest  on  the  capital  locked  up  on  the  payment  of  tho 
duty,  the  price  of  the  finished  product  is  governed  by  these 
considerations,  and  equality  of  treatment  is  secured.  In  itself 
the  proposal  would  cause  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
officials,  for  other  trades  would  want  the  privilege,  and  some 
special  warehouse  charge  would  have  to  be  made  to  defray 
the  increased  administrative  cost. 

Official  conservatism  is  notoriously  proverbial,  and  this 
statement  reflects  this  well,  but  Chancellors  of  the  Ex- 
chequer are  not  always  conservative,  and  when  for  revenue 
purposes  they  touch  an  article  so  important  as  alcchol  and 
appreciate  its  value  to  such  an  extent  that  manufacturing- 
processes  are  jeopardised,  manufacturers  have  a  moral  claim 
to  special  consideration.  This  is  all  that  we  now  urge,  and, 
notwithstanding  the  difficulties  of  the  situation,  we  contend 
that  the  present  juncture  is  one  to  which  the  revenue 
authorities  should  give  attention.  The  Secretary  of  the 
United  Kingdom  Alliance  contributed  to  '  The  Times  "  of 
Thursday  a  remarkable  letter  on  "  the  Drink  Bill  for 
1909,"  in  which  he  showed  that  the  expenditure  on  alco- 
holic liquors  in  the  United  Kingdom  during  1909  was 
155,162,4857.,  as  compared  with  161,060,482;.  in  1908,  and 
of  the  decrease,  5,897,997/  ,  he  estimates  that  4,800,000?.  was 
due  to  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  spirits.  He  regards 
the  increased  duty  on  spirits  as  the  chief  factor  causing  the 


reduction.  The  decreased  consumption  is  generally  con- 
sidered to  be  good  for  the  nation  as  a  whole,  and  if  the  con- 
tinued imposition  of  the  additional  3s.  Qd.  should  still 
further  reduce  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages,  we 
should  be  the  last  to  advocate  its  removal ;  but  why  should 
manufacturing  industries  which  use  alcohol  as  a  vehicle  in 
the  preparation  of  articles  which  are  not  intoxicants  be 
penalised  ? 


Agri-Horticultural  Licences. 

We  recently  referred  to  the  renewal  of  licences  by  the 
Bath  Town  Council  to  four  horticulturists  and  seedsmen. 
Mr.  G.  H.  Richards  is  jubilant  about  the  result,  and  has 
contributed  to  a  contemporary  the  memorial  which  the 
applicants  presented  to  the  Council  after  Mr.  Richards  had 
announced  his  surprise  that  the  renewal  of  the  licences 
had  been  refused.  The  petitioners  based  their  observa- 
tions on  the  memorial  presented  to  the  Council  by  "  the 
Bath  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  and  concluded  with  the 
following  reasons  for  granting  the  licences  : 

1.  That  licences  have  been  granted  to  horticulturists  and 
seedsmen  in  such  populous  places  as  London,  Birmingham, 
Bristol,  Burton,  Cardiff,  Cheltenham,  Glasgow,  Edinburgh, 
Huddersfield,  Leeds,  Lincoln,  Manchester,  Newcastle,  Not- 
tingham, West  Hartlepool,  Worcester,  and  numerous  other 
cities  and  towns. 

2.  That  licences  having  already  been  granted  to  us  under 
the  Act  of  1908,  wo  made  all  the  necessary  arrangements  to 
comply  with  tho  regulations  made  under  the  Aot,  arrange- 
ments involving  expense  and  trouble  ;  that  we  provided  special 
places  for  keeping  the  poisons ;  and  that  we  purchased  stocks 
for  6ale,  which  will  be  useless  unless  the  licences  be  renewed. 

3.  That  under  the  regulations  which  have  been  made  by 
Order,  a  licence  may  be  revoked  or  suspended  if  the  local 
authority  are  satisfied  that  the  licensee  has  failed  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  regulations,  or  of  the  Poisons 
Acts,  or  that  the  licensee  is  not  a  lit  person  to  be  entrusted 
with  the  sale  of  poisons.  We  would  point  out  that  there  has 
been  no  such  failure  on  our  part  to  justify  the  revocation  of 
our  licences,  and  that  we  are  as  fit  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
sale  of  poisons  as  we  were  at  the  date  of  the  grant  of  the 
licences. 

4.  That  after  licences  have  'been  granted  to  us  by  the 
Council,  it  would  be  an  -act  of  injustice  to  revoke  such  licences, 
unless  it  can  be  shown  that  we  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  regulations,  or  that  we  are  unfit. 

5.  That  such  revocation  would  cause  inconvenience  to  the 
public  requiring  poisons  for  horticultural  and  agricultural 
purposes,  it  having  been  proved  by  the  demands  made  upon 
us  that  those  who  use  these  preparations  nrefer  to  obtain  them 
with  their  other  supplies  connected  with  horticulture  and 
agriculture  from  those  who  can  best  advise  them  as  to  their 
use  and  their  properties. 

After  setting  this  forth  Mr.  Richards  quotes  a  para- 
graph from  our  Bloomsbury  contemporary  to  illustrate 
"the  conciliatory  way  in  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  alludes  to  licence-holders,"  the  illustration  being 
the  payment  of  a  fine  by  a  seedsman  for  failing  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  his  licence— "  a  somewhat  heavy 
burden."    Mr.  Richards  proceeds  to  say  : 

"  Having  lost  the  monopoly,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are 
doing  their  best  to  bring  about  this  burden  which  they  de- 
scribe. All  that  licence-holders  have  to  do  is  to  strictly  adhere 
to  the  regulations  of  the  Act,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  powerless  to  interfere  with  them.  It  cannot  be  too  widely 
understood  that  their  agents  have  no  legal  authority  to  enter 
the  premises  of  any  firm,  whether  licensed  or  unlicensed, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  inquiries  relating  to  stock  or  sales 
or  inspection  of  register-books.  The  trade  should  keep  well 
on  guard,  and  order  out  intruders." 

Mr.  Richards  seems  to  be  annoyed,  but  there  is  really 
no  occasion  for  it.  No  seedsman  would  pay  51.  for  in- 
fringing the  terms  of  his  licence  if  he  had  not  incurred 
the  penalty  ;  it  was  open  to  him  to  allow  the  case  to  go 
into  court,  and,  we  daresay,  the  Society  would  have  pre- 
ferred this  course.  It  is,  however,  satisfactory  to  learn 
that  Mr.  Richards  so  far  supports  the  Society  as  to  advise 
licence- holders  to  strictly  adhere  to  the  regulations  of  the 
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Act.  It  had  almost  looked  as  if  this  whole  matter  of  licence 
granting  had  resolved  itself  into  a  fight  between  Mr. 
Richards  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  would  be 
a  rather  farcical  ending  to  the  various  State  efforts  which 
icsulted  in  Section  2  of  the  1908  Act.  We  ought  to  add 
that  there  is  not  a  particle  of  evidence  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  harassing  licensees  in  any  way ;  in  fact 
the  Councillors  have  acted  in  such  a  restrained  manner 
ihat  some  are  disposed  to  say  that  they  have  done  nothing. 
Which  goes  too  far.  Perhaps  it  is  the  potentialities  and 
possibilities  of  the  Act  that  frighten  Mr.  Richards. 
•Chemists  by  education  and  training  are  accustomed  to 
observe  the  law  in  a  "  second  nature  "  manner.  Seedsmen 
and  others  who  sold  agri-horticultural  poisons  without  let 
or  hindrance  until  the  1903  Act  came  into  force  may  find 
strict  adherence  to  the  Act  so  irksome  that  they  will  give 
■;ip  the  business  altogether.  Which  consummation  is  not 
devoutly  wished  by  everybody. 


What  Carbolic  Preparations  are  Poison  ? 

Mr.  William  Duncan  raises  an  interesting  point  in  regard 
to  the  legal  sale  of  carbolic  ointment  and  carbolic  tooth- 
powder.  Answering  a  query  at  Edinburgh  he  said  (as 
counsel  for  the  prosecution)  that  both  of  these,  if  contain- 
ing more  than  the  quantity  of  carbolic  acid  indicated  by 
de  minimis  non  curat  lex,  come  within  Part  2  of  the 
schedule.  'He  appears  to  have  based  this  opinion  on  the 
omnibus  entry  in  Part  2,  which  we  have  italicised  on 
■p.  517,  but  his  quotation  does  not  go  far  enough.  The 
continuing  schedule  words  should  be  added — viz.  ,  "  Except 
preparations  or  admixtures  the  exclusion  of  which  from 
this  schedule  is  indicated  by  the  words  therein  relating  to 
carbolic  acid,"  etc.  It  may  be  recalled  that  before  the 
1908  Act  carbolic  powders  of  any  kind  and  carbolic  oint- 
ment were  not  regarded  as  being  in  the  schedule.  The 
express  object  of  the  original  manner  of  scheduling  was 
7to  exclude  carbolic  soap  and  disinfecting  powders  from 
the  list  of  legal  poisons,  and  the  wording  necessarily  ex- 
cluded also  carbolic  ointment,  carbolic  colloid,  and  other 
solid  preparations.  The  omnibus  entry  does  not  necessarily 
continue  that  exclusion,  but  it  is  generally  considered  to  do 
so,  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  expressly  says  in  his  "Law"  that 
solid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  are  not  poisons  within 
the  meaning  of  the  1908  Act.  Until  the  contrary  is  proved 
we  think  that  this  is  the  logical  line  for  practice,  but  the 
point  adds  another  to  the  arguments  which  are  accumulat- 
ing for  revision  of  the  schedule. 

The  Drug  Craze. 

Manchester  appears  to  be  the  only  centre  which  has 
"taken  serious  notice  of  a  paper  signed  "  Morell  Mac- 
kenzie "  published  in  "Vanity  Fair"  on  "The  Drug 
Craze  and  its  Remedy  "  last  week.  Sir  Morell  Mackenzie's 
name  still  remains  in  public  respect,  and  the  names  of 
'two  medical  practitioners  with  a  similar  middle  name  are 
on  the  register.  The  "  Vanity  Fair  "  writer  has  "  retired 
from  practice  for  some  time,"  and  has  "  studied  tin- 
subject  of  drug-taking."  His  article  is  of  the  usual  highly 
coloured  type — somewhat  rationalised  in  this  instance. 
The  writer  gives  from  his  own  experience  examples  of 
abuses  or  fatalities  from  the  nee  of  chloral,  cocaine, 
chloroform,  morphine,  sulphonal,  and  trional,  stating  that 
such  drug-taking  is  on  the  increase  among  professional 
men  and  well-to-do  people,  especially  doctors.  It  replaces 
alcoholism,  and  he  frankly  attributes  the  inducing  of 
much  of  it  to  medical  practitioners.  Nevertheless  he  has  no 
new  remedy  for  the  trouble,  except  control  of  the  chemist 
■  and  suppression  of  the  patent  medicine,  points  beyond  which 


writers  on  this  subject  seem  to  be  unable  to  go.  Morell 
Mackenzie's  suggestions  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

Chemists  should  not  be  allowed  to  dispense  prescript  ion  s 
for  narcotics  more  than  once,  and  should  indicate  the  fact  by 
a  "  made-up  "  stamp. 

Ho  would  stop  chemists  prescribing  for  patients. 

Patent  medicines  should  be  dealt  with  in  England  as  Aus- 
tralians are  trying  to  deal  with  them. 

In  the  course  of  the  article  it  is  said  that  "  any  shop- 
keeper who  knows  that  60  grains  make  a  drachm  can  be 
a  chemist's  assistant."  This  is  typical  of  most  of  the 
statements  throughout  the  article  :  there  is  a  grain  of 
truth  in  it,  but  as  a  generalisation  it  is  the  wildest  non- 
sense— "and  so  say  all  of  us,"  including  the  Manchester 
chemist  who  wrote  to  the  "  Evening  Chronicle  "  on  the 
subject.

Applications  Granted. 

Newbury  (Berks). — The  Town  Council  on  Marcli  22  had 
before  them  a  petition  from  the  local  chemists  and  medical 
practitioners  desiring  the  Corporation  not  to  grant  any  appli- 
cations. The  Finance,  Watch,  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee had  previously  recommended  that  no  new  licences  be 
issued,  as  the  public  needs  were  already  met.  During  the 
long  discussion,  Mr.  T.  H.  Pratt,,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dr. 
Thompson,  and  others  spoke  in  favour  of  the  recommenda- 
tion. However,  the  Council  decided  by  ten  votes  to  seven  to 
grant  the  applications  before  them. 

Consideration  of  Applications 

Cambridge. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Town  Council 
two  persons  whose  applications  were  refused  at  the  last 
meeting  (C.  ifc  I).,  Mai-ch  5,  Col.  Supp.)  renewed  their  appeal 
for  poison-licences.  The  Mayor  said  he  considered  that  tho 
applicants  wore  trifling  with  the  Council,  and,  on  the  motion 
of  Alderman  Whibley,  the  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  pro- 
ceeded with. 


Homoeopathic  Pharmacies  in  St.  Petersburg. — At  the 
instance  of  the  Association  of  Homoeopathic  Doctors,  the 
Medical  Council  of  St.  Petersburg  has  considered  the 
advisability  of  sanctioning  the  institution  of  special 
homoeopathic  pharmacies.  It  was  not  found  possible, 
however,  to  define  the  term  "homoeopathic  medicines," 
and  the  Council,  in  consequence,  dismissed  the  petition. 
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The  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  Legal  Standard.

AT  a  recent  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  I  raised  the  question  as  to  the  validity  of 
certain  standards  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  from  a  legal 
point  of  view.  I  had  not  intended  to  discuss  this  matter 
fully  at  the  present  moment,  but  as  the  question  has 
attracted  some  attention  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to 
state  my  views  on  this  matter  in  full,  and  so  invite  dis- 
cussion on  the  question,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  new 
edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  in  course  of  preparation. 
At  the  outset,  I  may  say  that  I  am  approaching  this  matter 
from  a  strictly  legal  point  of  view,  and  not  in  any  way 
taking  into  account  what  might  be  best  in  the  interests  of 
the  public  or  of  pharmacists.  The  only  remedy  for  the 
state  of  things  which,  I  venture  to  submit,  exists  in  regard 
to  this  matter  is  the  statutory  recognition  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  as  a  standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts.  Such  remedy,  however,  I  venture  to  assert 
is  absolutely  impossible  so  long  as  the  preparation  of  the 
subject  matter  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  carried  out 
in  the  way  at  prerent  adopted.  The  influence  of  such 
bodies  as  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  sufficient  to 
prevent  any  such  step  being  taken  until  the  standards  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  were  revised  by  a  body  of  men  which 
included  representatives  of  all  persons  or  societies  having 
a  direct  interest  in  the  matter.  The  question  I  wish  to 
discuss  at  the  present  moment,  however,  is  merely  this  : 
How  far  is  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  in  effect  a  legal 
standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  ? 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  a  halo  of  sanctity  has  grown 
up  round  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  standard  without  suf- 
ficient authority  to  warrant  it,  and  that  magistrates  and, 
to  some  extent,  the  judges  in  the  High  Courts  have 
accepted  this  state  of  facts  without  a  careful  examination 
as  to  how  it  arose.  I  propose,  therefore,  to  deal  with  the 
subject  from  the  point  of  view  of  .examining  it  not 
only  independently  of  any  decisions  which  have  been  made  in 
any  courts  of  law,  but  also  in  the  light  of  certain  of  those 
decisions.    I  therefore  go  back  to  the  question  of 

The  Sale  of  Goods 
independently  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The 
ordinary  rule  under  which  goods  are  sold  is  that  conditions 
and  warranties  are  not  implied.  The  buyer  may  make 
express  stipulations,  or  may  take  his  chance,  when  the  motto 
caveat  emptor  applies.  Certain  exceptions  to  this  rule  are 
provided  by  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act  1893.  These  conditions, 
however,  do  not  apply  to  the  question  under  discussion. 
The  Acts  regulating  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  are  essen- 
tially exceptions  to  the  rule  of  caveat  emptor,  but  a  careful 
examination  of  those  Acts  reveals  nothing  more  than  this, 
so  far  as  the  question  under  discussion  is  concerned, 
namely  :  That  the  vendor  of  adulterated  food  or  drugs  is 
liable  to  punishment.  In  regard  to  foods,  it  is  true  that 
certain  standards  may  be  fixed  by  certain  authorities,  as,  for 
example,  those  for  milk  (the  importance  of  this  fact  will  be 
discussed  later)  ;  but  in  regard  to  drugs,  we  have  nothing 
further  than  that  "  the  term  drug  shall  include  medicine  for 
internal  and  external  use."  It  is  admitted  on  all  hands 
that  the  Pharmacopoeia  has  no  statutory  authority  as  a 
standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  It  is 
equally  generally  admitted  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  held  to 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  what  a  drug  should  be,  but  that 
such  evidence  is  capable  of  rebuttal  if  an  error  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  can  be  proved.  It  is  this  assumption  that  I 
wish  particularly  to  examine.  The  authority  for  the  exist- 
ence of 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia 
is  found  in  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  Section  54,  wherein  it  is 
enacted  that 

"  The  General  Council  shall  cause  to  be  published  under 
their  direction  a  book  containing  a  list  of  medicines  and 
compounds  and  the  manner  of  preparing  them,  together  with 
the  true  weights  and  measures  by  which  they  are  to  be  pre- 
pared and  mixed,  and  containing  such  other  matter  and 
things  relating  thereto  as  the  General  Council  shall  think  fit, 
to  bo  called  the  British  Pharmacopoeia." 


The  word  "  drug  "  docs  not  appear,  but  only  "  medicine  " 
and  "compound."  It  is  quite  obvious  from  the  quoted; 
wording  that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  specially 
directed  towards  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  work  to  guide  the 
medical  man  in  the  prescribing  of  his  medicines.  There  is 
certainly  no  indication  that  the  General  Council  should 
describe  or  restrict  the  characters  of  crude  or  natural  drugs. 
To  illustrate  what  I  venture  to  say  are  misconceptions  of  the 
length  to  which  certain  judicial  decisions  on  Pharmacopoeia 
questions  go,  I  will  now  draw  attention  to 

Three  Leading  Cases 
which  have  attracted  considerable  attention  in  the  pharma  - 
ceutical world.  These  are  White  v.  Bywater,  Hudson  v. 
Bridge,  and  Boots  v.  Cowling.  White  v.  Bywater  is  the 
well-known  tincture-of-opium  case,  and  if  one  "looks  at  most 
of  the  text-books  dealing  with  the  subject  it  will  be  found 
that  the  decision  in  this  case  is  assumed  to  be  as  follows  : 

"  Where  a  particular  drug  is  asked  for.  the  standard  pre- 
scribed by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  shall  determine  whether 
it  is  deficient  or  not  "  (Higginson,  "  Food  and  Drugs,"  p.  32), 
or 

"  Held,  that  the  defendant  was  liable  to  be  convicted,, 
although  the  purchaser  had  not  specilically  asked  for  tincturo 
of  opium  prepared  according  to  the  recipe  in  the  British/ 
Pharmacopoeia  "  (Scott  Elder,  "  Appeal  Cases,  etc.,"  p.  49). 

Both  the  reports  above  quoted  appear  to  have  overlooked 
the  judgment  of  A.  L.  Smith,  J.,  who  said  : 

"  Tincture  of  opium  must  mean  the  article  known  in  com- 
merce as  tincture  of  opium.  The  thing  supplied  was  not 
tincture  of  opium  of  commerce,  but  an  inferior  article." 

The  well-known  case  of  Hudson  v.  Bridge  was  in  regard, 
to  vinegar  of  squill.  The  effect  of  the  judgment  in  this 
case,  as  quoted  by  Bell,  Scrivener  and  Lloyd  ("  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs,"  p.  23)  is  as  follows  : 

"  But  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  must  state  clearly  the- 
composition  of  the  article.  In  Hudson  v.  Bridge  the  article 
sold  was  vinegar  of  squill,  and  it  contained  only  2.5  per  cent, 
of  acetic  acid.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  does  not  state  in 
terms  what  the  composition  of  vinegar  of  squill  is  when 
made,  but  contains  a  recipe  for  making  it  in  a  particular 
way  from  certain  ingredients  in  certain  proportions,  the 
result  of  which  would  be  that  the  article  when  freshly  made 
would  contain  4.27  percent,  of  acetic  acid.  The  King's  Bench 
Division  held  that  there  is  no  standard  for  the  drug." 

This  report,  I  venture  to  suggest,  is  singularly  mislead- 
ing, for  it  was  proved  in  evidence  that  a  small  and  varying 
portion  of  acetic  acid  is  lost  during  the  process  of  manu- 
facture, and  that  there  also  occurs  a  further  gradual  diminu- 
tion, more  or  less  rapid  according  to  the  care  used  in  storage. 
It  was  proved  that  it  is  not  possible  to  determine  by 
analysis  whether  the  deficiency  in  acetic  acid  is  due  to 
imperfect  compliance  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  prescription 
or  whether  the  loss  is  due  to  the  above-named  cause.  It 
was  also  proved  that  the  loss  in  acetic  acid  does  not  affect 
the  quality  of  the  drug.  It  was  held  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  does  not  prescribe  any  standards  for 
vinegar  of  squill,  but  only  prescribes  the  proper  process 
of  manufacture,  and  that  vinegar  of  squill  is  an  article 
liable  to  decomposition  within  the  meaning  of  the  note  to* 
the  schedule  prescribing  the  form  of  certificate,  and  that 
the  certificate  was  bad,  no  notice  of  such  decomposition, 
having  been  referred  to  by  the  analyst  in  his  certificate, 
and,  apparently,  that  the  defect  could  not  be  cured  by 
calling  the  analyst. 

Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Southern),  Ltd.  v.  Cowling 
(67  J  P.  195)  is,  I  submit,  in  no  sense  a  decision  that 
the  article,  being  a  drug,  must  correspond  with  the 
requirements  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  although  from 
the  ultimate  decision  it  is  often  quoted  as  having  this 
effect.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  decision  is  definite  in  the 
reverse  sense— namely,  that  even  for  a  compounded  drug, 
such  as  soap  liniment,  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  not 
anything  more  than  evidence.  Before  the  magistrate  the 
appellants  (then  the  defendants)  brought  evidence  with  a 
view  to  prove  that  there  is  in  fact  a  commercial  standard 
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for  isoap  liniment  which  differs  from  that  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. The  magistrate,  placing,  I  submit  ,  an  erroneous 
interpretation  on  the  decision  of  Phillimore,  J.,  in  Dickins 
v.  Randerson  (1  K.B.  437),  declined  to  admit  this  evidence 
and  convicted  the  defendants.  On  appeal,  a  divisional 
■court,  consisting  of  Lord  Alverston,  C.J.,  and  Wills  and 
Channel,  JJ.,  held  that  the  evidence  ought  to  have  been 
received  and  remitted  the  case.  The  fact  that,  in  spite 
•of  the  evidence,  a  conviction  ultimately  followed  is  imma- 
terial to  the  point  under  discussion.  The  decision  of  the 
divisional  court  was  in  effect  that  it  is  permissible  to 
show,  if  possible,  that  soap  liniment  is  an  article  of 
commerce  which  does  not  agree  with  the  pharmacopceial 
standard.  The  evidence,  however,  failed  to  convince  the 
magistrate,  as  he  considered  the  commercial  article  is 
known  commercially  as  methylated  soap  liniment.  I 
submit  that  this  case  demonstrates  absolutely  that  any 
standard  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  may  be  rebutted  by  evi- 
dence, and  indicates  the  fact  that  for  compounded  drugs 
it  would  be  very  hard  to  upset  such  a  standard,  as  it  is 
a  fact  that  in  such  cases  the  pharmacopceial  standard  is 
actually  that  understood  in  the  commerce  of  drugs. 

I  have  quoted  these  three  cases  in  order  to 
Contrast  the  Views 
put  forward  in  certain  places  as  to  the  effect  of  these 
important  decisions,  and  the  views  which  I  submit  are 
the  correct  ones.  I  have  already  indicated  the  importance 
of  Boots  v.  Cowling,  so  pass  on  to  the  other  cases.  The 
proper  grounds  for  the  decision  of  White  v.  Bywater  are 
not  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  a  standard  for  tincture  of 
opium,  but  that  the  only  reasonable  tincture  of  opium 
known  to  commerce  is  that  which  is  described  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  and,  therefore,  as  in  Boots  v.  Cowling, 
there  is  no  counter-evidence  available  which  can  upset  the 
■prima  facie  evidence  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  Hudson  v.  Bridge,  leaving  out  of  account  the  ques- 
tion of  the  defect  in  the  analyst's  certificate,  I  do  not 
think  it  goes  so  far  as  commentators  frequently  try  to 
make  out.  Hudson  v.  Bridge  is  often  quoted  in  support 
■of  the  contention  that,  wherever  no  specific  tests  are  given 
in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  a.  drug,  no  standard  exists, 
and  therefore  no  conviction  can  follow  in  a  prosecution  for 
■such  an  article  which  does  not  appear  to  come  up  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  requirements.  I  have  even  seen  Hudson 
v.  Bridge  quoted  in  argument  in  a  prosecution  for 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  which  contained  a  huge 
■deficiency  in  quinine  ;  but  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
examine  the  judgment  in  this  case,  it  carries  one  no 
further  than  this.  Where  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
■describes  a  method  of  manufacture  for  one  of  its  drugs  in 
which  a  certain  quantity  of  a  certain  ingredient  enters 
into  the  process,  and  in  the  course  of  evidence  it  is  proved 
that  the  whole  quantity  of  that  substance  does  not  neces- 
sarily appear  in  the  finished  product,  then  the  quantity 
prescribed  for  the  process  of  manufacture  is  not  to  be 
regarded  as  a  standard  for  the  finished  product.  In  the 
case  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  no  evidence 
could  show  that  there  is  a  loss  of  quinine  in  the  manu- 
facture, so  that  Hudson  v.  Bridge  could  not  apply. 
Further  than  this  I  do  not  think  Hudson  v.  Bridge  can 
possibly  go. 

The  express  power  given  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
in  Section  4  of  the  1899  Act  raises  a  most  powerful  infer- 
ence against  any  absolutism  in  pharmacopceial  standards. 
By  that  section 

"  The  Board  of  Agriculture  may  .  .  .  mako  regulations 
Tor  determining  what  deficiency  in  any  of  the  normal  con- 
stituents of  genuine  milk,  cream,  butter,  or  cheese,  or  what 
addition  of  extraneous  matter  or  proportion  of  water  in  any 
sample  of  milk  (including  condensed  milk),  cream,  butter,  or 
cheese,  shall  for  the  purposes  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  raise  a  presumption  until  the  contrary  be  proved  that 
the_  milk,  cream,  butter,  or  cheese  is  not  genuine  or  ;s  ;n. 
jurious  to  health,  and  an  analyst  shall  have  regard  to  such 
regulations  in  certifying;  the  result  of  an  analysis  under  those 
Acts." 

Acting  under  the  powers  thus  conferred,  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  did,  on  August  5,  1901,  make  such  standards 
as  are  indicated  in  the  above  section,  one,  inter  alia, 
being  that  less  than  3  per  cent,  of  fat  in  milk  should  raise 


a  presumption  of  adulteration,  until  the  contrary  be 
proved.     It  cannot  be  suggested  that 

The  Question  of  Drug  Standards 

was  absent,  from  the  minds  of  tho  Legislature,  since  they 
have  included  a  section,  as  above,  dealing  with  authori- 
tative food  standards.  Further,  it  was  proposed  before 
the  Select  Committee  on  the  Bill  which  became  the  1879 
Act  to  incorporate  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
which  would  have  had  the  effect  of  legalising  the  Phar- 
macopoeia standards,  at  all  events  for  compounded  medi- 
cines. The  same  proposal  was  made  before  the.  Select 
Committee  of  1894-96.    But  in  both  cases  it  was  rejected. 

The  1899  Act,  then,  raises  a  statutory  authority  which 
may  make  standards  for  certain  foods,  but  which  stan- 
dards are  expressly  to  be  rebuttable.  A  fortiori,  it  is 
impossible  that  the  General  Medical  Council  (which  is  not 
only  not  made  a  statutory  authority  under  the  Act,  but 
which  is  so  treated  after  deliberation  by  the  Select  Com- 
mittee) can  make  any  standards  which  are  irrebuttable. 

Turning   to   the    general   question   of  Pharmacopoeia 
standards,  I  propose  to  divide  the  monographs  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  into  two  distinct  classes  :  (1)  Pre- 
parations not  being  original  drugs,  and  (2)  original  drugs 
not  being  mixtures.    In  regard  to  the  former  class  it  is 
obvious  that  all  those  medicaments  covered  by  the  refer- 
ence already  quoted  from  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  are  here 
included,  and  I  think  it  is  obvious  that,  taking  the  inter- 
pretations in  White  v.  Bywater  and  in  Boots  v.  Cowling, 
which  I  have  quoted — viz.    "Tincture  of  opium  must 
mean  the  article  known  in  commerce  as  tincture  of  opium," 
etc. — that  the  substances  included  in  this  group,  to  be 
the  articles  known  in  commerce  under  their  respective 
names,  must  correspond  with  the  prescriptions  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  as  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
show  that  there  is  any  other  commercial  standard  ;  so 
that  for  this  group  of  compounds  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia is  an  effective  standard  except  in  so  far  as,  by 
means  of  evidence,  it  can  be  shown  that  a  mistake  in  fact 
occurs  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  prescriptions.    But,  passing 
on  to  the  second  group  of  substances,  i.e.  natural  pro- 
ducts not  being  mixtures,  I  submit  an  entirely  different 
view  must  be  taken.    In  1897,  that  is,  before  the  existence 
of  the  present  conditions  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
I  had  a  right  to  sell  without  question  eucalyptus  oil  having 
a  specific  gravity  of  0.905.    This  oil  is  a  pure  distillate 
from  the  leaves  of  many  eucalyptus  trees  and  is  a  pure 
eucalyptus  oil  such  as  might  be  sold  without  question  and 
without  any  breach  of  any  implied  or  expressed  warranty 
or  condition  under  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  1893.    I  find 
no  authority  whatever  in  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
which  would  render  me  liable  to  a  penalty  in  1898  for 
selling  this  same  oil,  because  the  General  Medical  Council 
had  in  the  meantime  in  "its  book  containing  a  list  of 
medicines  and  compounds  and  the  manner  of  preparing 
them,  together  with  the  true  weights  and  measures,  by  which 
they  are  to  be  prepared  and  mixed,  and  containing  such 
other  matters  and  things  relating  thereto  as  the  General 
Council  shall  think  fit,"  had  raised  their  specific  gravity 
ot  eucalyptus  oil  to  0.910.    This  is,  in  a  nutshell,  the 
whole  question  of  restrictive  standards,  and  the  real  point 
at  issue  is  this  :  If  the  authorities  responsible  for  the 
compilation  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  think  fit  to  define 
limits  for  natural  drugs  which  exclude  certain  samples  of 
any  drug,  and  include  only  a  limited  number  of  samples 
of  such  drug,   do  they  thereby  acquire  the  following 
authority?   Is  it  true  that  their  restrictive  standards  shall 
cause  it  to  be  a  fact  that,  when  a  vendor  has  sold  such 
a  drug  which  corresponds  with  the  standards  of  purity 
for  a  commercial  drug  of  that  name,  but  does  not  corre- 
spond  with   the   restrictive   standards  adopted   by  tho 
British  Pharmacopoeia  authorities,  he  has  in  so  doing  com- 
mitted an  offence  under  Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1875  (under  which  section  he  may  not  sell  any 
article  of  food  or  any  drug  which  is  not  of  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser)  ?  I 
submit  that  there  is  not  the  slightest  authority  for  the 
acquisition    of    such    power    by    the    General  Medical 
Council.    I  suggest  that  these  restrictive  standards  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  in  which  only  certain  qualities  of  a  given 
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drug  are  included  to  the  exclusion  of  other  samples  of  a 
pure  drug,  but  which  do  not  come  up  to  these  restrictive 
standards,  are  not  in  any  sense  standards  which  can 
be  recognised  by  any  court  of  law. 

The  word  "demanded"  in  Section  6  is  important.  In 
Pashler  v.  Stevenitt  (1876,  41  J. P.  136)  the  meaning  of  the 
word  "  demanded  "  is  decided.  The  appellant  sold  as  gin 
a  liquid  containing  26  per  cent,  of  alcohol.  It  was  proved 
in  evidence  that  gin  is  sold  commercially  at  a  strength  of 
not  less  than  20  per  cent,  under  proof.  The  sample  sold 
was  44  per  cent,  under  proof.  In  upholding  the  convic- 
tion the  High  Court  said  : 

"  This  is  not  an  article  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
of  the  article  demanded  by  the  purchaser.  The  Justices  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  mixture  of  alcohol  and  water 
as  far  as  44  per  cent,  below  proof  is  not  of  the  quality  of  gin 
as  known  commercially.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  say  they 
were  wrong." 

The  effect  of  this  decision  is  that  the  article  "  demanded  " 
means  the  article  of  the  "quality  recognised  commer- 
cially," and  I  venture  to  submit  that  in  the  case  of  those 
drugs  which  exist  in  a  pure  condition,  not  always  corre- 
sponding with  the  standards  laid  down  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  the  sale  of  such  drug,  when  asked  for  under 
its  ordinary  commercial  name,  does  not  constitute  an 
offence  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  If  it  is 
desired  to  obtain  such  drug  both  pure  and  also  correspond- 
ing to  the  restrictive  requirements  of  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, it  should  be  asked  for  under  the  name  of,  for 
example,  "  Oil  of  Eucalyptus,  B.P.  quality." 

The  further  point  occurs  as  to  how  far  the  Pharmacopoeia 
authorities  can  bind  the  chemist,  by  appropriating  a  name 
which  is  a  well-recognised  commercial  name,  to  a  substance 
ol  higher  grade.  Sweet  spirit  of  nitre  is,  perhaps,  a 
typical  case  of  this. 

Incidentally,  a  further  complication  is  introduced  by  the 
use  of  these  restrictive  standards  into  any  Pharmacopoeia 
where  mistakes  in  matter  of  fact  happen  to  exist.  It  will 
not  be  denied  that,  if  I  am  prosecuted  for  selling  oil  of 
lemon,  the  grounds  of  the.  prosecution  being  that  the 
optical  rotation  of  the  first  10  per  cent,  distilled  is  more 
than  2°  different  from  that  of  the  original  oil,  I  shall 
escape  conviction  by  proving  that  this  test  is  actually 
erroneous  (as  it  is),  and  that  the  standard  of  purity  is 
wrongly  fixed  by  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Since  it  is  proved 
that  (1)  the  standard  laid  down  for  lemon  oil  is  not  a  re- 
liable one  for  pure  lemon  oil,  and  (2)  that  the  specific 
gravity  of  eucalyptus  oil  is  not  the  correct  one  for  oils 
which  are  pure,  how,  then,  will  the  Court  be  able 
to  decide  on  the  motives  of  the  compilers  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia? Are  both  the  lemon  oil  and  eucalyptus  oil  stan- 
dards erroneous  ?  Or  are  both  merely  restrictive  ?  Or  is 
one  erroneous  and  one  restrictive? 

The  Analyst's  Certificate. 

There  is  still  one  further  consideration  in  regard  to  the 
question.  The  schedule  to  Section  18  of  the  1875  Act  pre- 
scribes the  form  of  the  certificate,  and  the  decided  cases 
show  that  this  must  be  adhered  to  sufficiently  closely  to 
enable  the  magistrate  to  decide  upon  facts  as  apart  from 
mere  opinion  of  the  analyst  (see  Fortune  v.  HanFon,  1  Q.B. 
202).    The  certificate  must  name  the  sample  received,  c.q.  : 

"  I,  ,  hereby  certify  that  I  received  on  the  day 

of  ,  19    ,  from  ,  a  sample  of  eucalyptus  oil." 

The  analyst  is  then  directed  to  state  as  follows  : 
"  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  said  sample  contained  the  parts 
as  under,  or  the  percentages  of  foreign  ingredients  as  under." 

I  do  not  think  any  form  of  certificate  would  be  a  good 
one,  except  it  stated  in  the  case  considered  that  the  sample 

"  Contained  the  percentage  of  foreign  ingredients  as  under, 
namely  : 

100  per  cent,  of  eucalyptus  oil  not  being  of  the  standard 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia." 

This  becomes  at  once  an  admission  that  the  oil  is  a  pure 
eucalyptus  oil,  and  admits  the  existence  of  pure  oils  which 
do  not  comply  with  the  B.P.  standards,  without  even 
calling  the  public  analyst. 

In  concluding  this  article,  which  is  intended  to  invite 
discussion  on  the  whole  question  of  British  Pharmacopoeia 


standards,  I  would  draw  attention  to  one  monogaph  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  which  I  venture  to  suggest  is,  however  good 
its  motive,  a  direct  incitement  to  the  committal  of  an  offence 
under  Section  4  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875 
The  British  Pharmacopoeia  directs  the  dilution  of  opium 
where  necessary  with  sugar  of  milk,  so  as  to  form  a  powder 
containing  about  10  per  cent,  of  morphine.  Section  4  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  states  that — ■ 

"No  person  shall  except  for  the  purpose  of  compounding 
as  hereinafter  described  mix  colour  stain  or  powder  or 
order  or  permit  any  other  person  to  mix  colour  stain  or 
powder  any  drugs  with  any  ingredients  or  materials  so  as  to 
affect  injuriously  the  quality  or  potency  of  such  drug  with 
intent  that  the  same  shall  be  sold  in  that  state,  and  no  person 
shall  sell  any  such  drug  so  mixed  coloured  stained  or 
powdered." 

The  words  "  compounding  as  hereinafter  described  "  are 
inoperative,  as  the  descriptive  section  originally  drafted 
was  cut  out,  and  the  above  words  remained  in  by  an  obvious 
oversight  of  the  draughtsman.  The  monograph  on  opium 
deliberately  directs  the  dilution  of  opium  with  sugar  of 
milk,  so  as  to  injuriously  affect  the  potency  of  the  drug. 
The  motive  of  such  dilution  is  immaterial.  It  is  an  offence 
under  Section  4  of  the  Act,  and,  as  a  standard,  rebuts  itself 
by  its  illegality.  This  may  be  an  academic  point,  but  it 
shows  the  necessity  of  adjusting  the  relations  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  to  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.

THE  band  of  young  pharmacists  who  a  little  over  a  year 
ago  associated  themselves  together  as  the  National 
Union  of  Assistant  Pharmacists  has  now  grown  in  number 
to  256,  and  their  second  annual  meeting  was  held  in 
Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street,  London,  on  March  25.  The 
proceedings  commenced  at  11.30  and  continued,  with  an 

interval  for  luncheon, 
until  5  p.m.  Until  the 
members  found  their  feet 
in  debate  and  procedure  it 
seemed  as  if  they  would 
not  have  time  to  get 
through  the  sixteen  items 
of  the  agenda,  but  after 
the  first  hour  or  so  the 
business  was  got  through 
with  commendable  de- 
spatch, and  several 
members  showed  tiot  only 
good  debating  power,  but 
also  business  capacity  and 
foresight.  Those  present 
were  Messrs.  T.  Ash- 
worth,  F.  Bentley,  F.  E. 
Bullen,  M.  W.  Clancy,  J. 
M.  Dowty,  W.  J.  Fin. Hay. 
E.  S.  Francis,  R.  Fore- 
acre,  E.  Hill,  G.  I.  Hol- 
land. C.  Terry-Holloway, 
H.  Kirby,  C.  E.  I?.  Merri- 
man,  Roberts,  M.  C.  Rock. 
G.  A.  Shelley,  James 
Smith,  A.  B.  Sherren,  J. 
J.  B.  Waldron,  J.  Wilson, 
and  others,  altogether 
about  thirty.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Dowty  presided,  and  had 
on  his  right  Mr.  Edward 
S.  Francis,  Birmingham  (the  Hon.  General  Secretary),  and 
on  his  left  Mr.  James  Smith  (the  President-Elect).  Mr. 
Kirby,  President  of  the  London  Branch,  briefly  welcomed 
the  provincial  members.  The  minutes  of  last  year's  meet- 
ing, held  in  Birmingham,  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Reports  and  Presidential  Address. 

Mr.  Dowty  submitted  the  annual  report,  which  was 
general  in  character.    In  the  course  of  it  he  said  : 

"  The  N.U.A.P.  started  with  the  conviction  that  it  has  a 
special  work  to  do,  and  it  has  decided  further  on  a  definite 
lino  of  policy,  laid  down  at  the  first  annual  meeting,  which 
lias  been  the  guiding  principle  of  our  past  year's  work — that 
is,  an  intelligent  interpretation  of  the  trade-union  principle. 
We  have  eight  branches  established.  We  have  carried  on  an 
active  propaganda  throughout  the  twelve  months,  spending 
money  on  advertising,  on  books  of  rules,  pamphlets,  and 
records  which  have  been  distributed  broadcast,  and  which 
should  result  in  a  largely  increased  membership  this  year. 
-Most  of  our  branches  have  done  good  work,  and  a  foundation 
lias  been  laid  for  local  activity,  and  we  can  look  for  the 
opening  up  of  many  new  centres  in  the  immediate  future. 
Livernool  especially,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Executive 
member,  Mr.  Waldron,  has  given  proof  of  the  possibilities 
of  our  Union,  and  has  led  the  way  in  an  enterprising  spirit 
which  other  branches  might  do  well  to  follow.  We  have  to 
report  the  death  of  Mr.  B.  J.  Woodcock,  who  was  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Executive,  and  the  retirement  of  two  Execu- 
tive members,  Mr.  S.  C.  Fn.rrer.  our  late  Hon.  General  Secre- 
tary, and  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Weston-super-Mare,  both  of  whom 
are  now  master  pharmacists." 

Later  in  the  proceedings  Mr.  Findlay  (Bristol)  submitted 
the  Treasurer's  accounts,  which  showed  receipts  between 
May  and  December  of  32/.  15s.  4r/.,  and  a  balance  of  26?.  10.S. 
on  May  2,  1909.  The  disbursements  were  :  Rebates  to 
London  and  Newcastle,  17.  15s.  ;  expenses  of  central  office 
and  of  delegates,  271.  19s.  lc?.  ;  printing,  151.  6s.  2d.  ; 
advertising,  21.  lis.  ;  and  cheque  books,  4s.  2d.  ;  together 
All.  15s  5'/.,  leaving  a  balance  of  111.  9s.  11c?.  on  Decem- 
ber 13,  1909.  Mr.  Dowty  intimated  that  his  successor, 
Mr.  Smith,  would  now  take  the  chair,  but  before  he  vacated 


it,  Mr.  Francis  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Dowty  for 
his  services  during  the  past  year.  He  might  have  made 
mistakes,  said  Mr.  Francis,  but  he  had  founded  the 
N.U.A.P.,  and  they  were  all  thankful  to  him  for  what 
he  had  clone.  Mr.  Bullen  seconded.  Mr.  Smith  then  took 
the  chair  and  delivered  a  thoughtful  presidential  address. 

In  the  course  of  the  address  Mr.  Smith  referred  to  the- 
present-day  tendency  of  pharmacists  to  combine,  then  ho 
touched  upon  the  Council  of  the  Phai-maceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  Act  of  1908,  saying  that  "  The  farcical 
and  wholesale  granting  of  poison-licences,  the  Mercer  case, 
and  the  lofty  aspirations  of  our  friends  the  apothecaries' 
assistants  all  go  to  prove  that  the  authority  of  the  governing 
body  is  a  decaying  force.  .  .  .  Pharmacy  is  losing  caste  to-day 
largely  because  of  the  inaction  and  want  of  boldness  shown 
by  our  official  leaders  in  their  dealincs  with  the  legislative 
authorities  and  their  inability  to  appreciate  and  understand  the- 
position  of  the  ordinary  pharmacist  and  assistant.  A  weakness 
in  the  handling  of  cardinal  principles  is  not  compensated  for 
by  the  production  of  statistics  as  to  the  number  of  prosecutions 
undertaken,  or  an  insistence  of  the  crying  need  of  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  Treasurv — these  at  best  are  mechanical  and  non- 
positive  labours.  The  remedy  is  partly  in  our  own  hands. 
The  Council  must  gradually  and  constitutionally  be  mad© 
representative  and  progressive.  Our  Union  intends  to  do- 
something  to  effect  this."  Ho  then  touched  upon  assistants' 
organisations  in  this  country,  the  Shop  Hours  Bill,  and 
other  items  on  the  agenda,  and  appealed  to  the  members  to- 
attack  all  the  problems  before  them  in  a  broad-minded  spirit. 

The  Unqualified. 

The  meeting  now  entered  upon  the  more  formal  parts 
of  the  agenda,  the  first  having  reference  to  the  admission 
to  membership  of  persons  connected  with  pharmacy  who 
have  not  passed  the  Minor  examination.  The  motion  sub- 
mitted by  the  Executive  was  to  the  following  effect  : 

"  That  persons  who  have  passed  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion be  admitted  to  student-membership,  giving  them  the 
right  to  vote  at  branch  meetings,  but  no  standing  as  officials 
or  delegates." 

There  were  also  motions  from  the  London,  Liverpool  . 
Birmingham,  Bristol,  Newcastle,  and  Sheffield  branches, 
all  but  London  being  in  favour  of  the  admission  of  the 
unqualified. 

Mr.  Francis  opened  the  discussion  by  moving  the 
Executive's  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  Bent- 
ley.  Mr.  Bullen  moved  the  London  motion  as  an  amend- 
ment, Mr.  Roberts  seconding  this,  and  there  was  a  long 
and  warm  discussion  upon  the  merits  of  the  question,  Mr. 
Ashworth,  Mr.  Waldron,  Mr.  Kirby,  and  others  joining- 
in  this.  The  members  generally  appeared  to  be  in  favour 
of  admitting  registered  students  of  pharmacy,  but  not 
apothecaries'  assistants,  and  they  also  desired  to  put  a 
limit  upon  the  association  of  such  members,  so  as  to  insure 
that  their  connection  might  be  determined,  if  they  did  not 
qualify  within  a  certain  time.  After  a  preliminary  in- 
dividual vote,  in  which  Mr.  Bullen's  amendment  was 
carried  by  13  to  8,  it  was  found  that  a  rule  enables 
the  delegates  to  vote  according  to  the  numerical  strength  of 
their  branches,  and  the  result  of  this  was  that  the 
Executive's  motion  was  carried  by  63  to  55.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  Executive  be  instructed  to  determine  upon  what 
grounds  student-membership  of  the  Union  might  be  held. 
"  It's  Your  Money  We  Want." 

The  next  business  had  reference  to  finance,  and  the 
Executive  submitted  the  following  motion,  which  created 
considerable  discussion  : 

"  That  the  N.U.A.P.  be  registered  as  a  trade  union  with 
provident  funds,  and  that  members  be  of  two  classes — 
(a)  full  members,  subscription  2s.  6cZ.  per  month,  to  include 
sickness  and  unemployment  benefit;  (6)  trade  members,  sub- 
scription 5s.  per  annum.  Branch  funds  to  receive  Is.  per 
member  both  classes,  unqualified  (if  accepted)  benefit  scheme 
as  associates,  or  trade  associates,  2s.  td.  per  annum,  6d.  to 
branch." 

Messrs.  Francis,  Findlay,  Kirby,  Waldron,  Bullen, 
Clancy,  Ashworth,  Wilson,  Roberts,  Bentley,  and  other 
members  spoke.  It  was  agreed  that  the  body  should  be 
registered  as  a  trade-union.  The  London  branch  idea  was 
that  the  subscription  should  be  7.s.  6c?.,  with  an  allowance 
of  Is.  6c?.  to  branches.  Liverpool  considered  that  the  sub- 
scription should  stand  at  5s.  and  the  branches  should  look 
after  themselves.    Birmingham  wanted  2s.  6c?.  per  calendar 
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month,  with  a  nominal  entrance  fee,  and  Is.  per  month  for 
student-members.  Bristol,  Newcastle,  and  Sheffield 
branches  held  the  same  view  as  Liverpool.  The  discussion 
on  these  various  suggestions  was  interesting.  First  Mr. 
'Francis  moved  that  the  subscription  should  be  6s.  per  annum 
(out  of  which  2s.  should  go  to  the  branch),  and  associates 
3s.  and  Is.,  these  sums  to  be  deducted  from  the  30s.  a  year 
proposed  in  the  sickness  and  unemployment  scheme,  but 
it  was  decided  by  10  to  4  that  that  scheme  should 
not  be  adopted.  Then  Mr.  Bullen  moved  the  London 
branch's  proposal.  Mr.  Ashworth  and  Mr.  Waldron  were 
the  principal  speakers  against  this,  and  they  showed  that 
■5s.  a  year  contributed  wholly  to  the  central  office  is  suffi- 
cient, and  that  it  is  possible  for  branches  to  be  self- 
supporting.  However,  a  compromise  was  ultimately 
agreed  to  as  follows  : 

•'  That  the  annual  subscription  for  members  be  6s.,  of  which 
2s.  shall  go  to  the  branch  with  which  the  member  is  affiliated." 

Annual  Business. 

The  next  motion  was  "  that  until  the  Union  has  fifty 
branches  established  a  postal  vote  of  the  entire  membership 
shall  be  taken  each  year  for  the  election  of  officers  and 
members  of  the  Executive."  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  italicised  part  of  this 
motion  should  be  deleted,  and,  so  modified,  it  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

It  was  next  proposed  that  the  annual  meeting  be  held  in 
a  different  centre  each  year.  This  was  moved  by  Mr. 
Wilson  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Kirby,  but  after  discussion 
it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Clancy,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Dowty,  that  "the  place  of  the  next  annual  meeting 
be  decided  at  the  previous  annual  meeting."  Mr.  Ash- 
worth  said  that  the  Liverpool  branch  would  be  very  glad 
to  have  the  next  annual  meeting  in  that  city,  and  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Bullen,  seconded  by  Mr.  Roberts,  this  in- 
vitation was  accepted. 

The  Shop  Hours  Bill 
was  next  referred  to.  Mr.  Francis  did  not  think  that 
much  could  be  done  in  the  matter,  and  he  mentioned  that 
the  Union  had  committed  themselves  to  the  sixty-hours' 
-week,  including  meal-times.  He  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
No.  2  Bill  (i.e.,  the  Government  Bill)  is  dead  and  Mr. 
Seddon  has  taken  up  Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Bill,  the  first  part 
•of  which  does  not  extend  to  chemists,  and  in  the  second 
part  chemists  are  not  mentioned.  He  thought  that  the 
Union  should  see  that  they  get  the  full  advantage  of  its 
provisions  for  shop  assistants,  and  it  was  ultimately  agreed 
to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.   In  regard  to  the 

Registration  of  Apothecaries'  Assistants, 
which  was  the  next  item  on  the  agenda,  Mr.  Francis  stated 
that  he  had  written  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
had  received  a  reply  stating  that  the  Council  are  waiting 
reports  from  the  Committee.  Mr.  Wilson  considered  that 
this  matter  wants  pushing,  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
are  not  doing  anything,  and  their  dilatoriness  is  not 
justified.  A  visitor  at  this  stage  gave  the  members  some 
information  on  the  subject,  chiefly  historical,  with  the 
object  of  showing  the  lines  upon  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
'Council  is  likely  to  act,  and  that  these  will  necessarily 
■exclude  the  possibility  of  present  apothecaries'  assistants 
conforming  with  conditions  which  required  the  fresh 
statutory  powers  obtained  in  1908.  Consequent  upon  this 
statement,  Mr.  Dowty  moved,  and  Mr.  Waldron  seconded, 
that  the  Executive  should  bo  instructed  to  watch  the  matter 
as  before. 

Dispensing  in  Public  Institutions 
was  then  considered,  Mr.  Dowty  bringing  up  from  Bristol 
a  motion  to  the  effect  that  some  decision  should  be  arrived 
at  for  dealing  with  this  question,  and  that  branches  should 
keep  an  eye  on  such  places  where  dispensing  is  in  the  hands 
•of  laymen,  and  report  accidents,  etc.,  to  the  central  office. 
In  the  course  of  the  discussion  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  had  been  written 
to,  and  had  replied  that  there  had  been  no  complaints  about 
the  manner  in  which  dispensing  is  done  in  public  institu- 
tions. Mr.  Wilson  was  strongly  of  opinion  that  the 
dispensing  of  poisons  should  be  subject  to  the  same  re- 


strictions as  their  sale.  Messrs.  Bullen,  Francis,  and 
Bentley  also  spoke  upon  the  necessity  for  important  public 
appointments  as  dispensers  being  confined  to  persons  regis- 
tered under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  it  was  ultimately 
agreed  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive. 

Other  Business. 
After  a  brief  discussion  on  the  candidature  of  Messrs. 
J.  M.  Dowty  (Bristol)  and  J.  J.  B.  Waldron  (Liverpool) 
for  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  a  proposal 
to  establish  an  employment  bureau  was  brought  up.  Mr. 
Francis  agreed  to  keep  a  list  of  vacancies,  it  being  felt 
that  the  local  secretaries  need  not  be  asked  to  do  this.  It 
was  next  intimated  that  the  proposal  to  float  a  public  com- 
pany in  order  to  publish  the  official  organ  of  the  Union 
would  not  be  gone  on  with,  as  a  wholesale  house  had  agreed 
to  print  for  the  Union  a  quarterly  record  without  cost  to 
the  members. 

Mr.  Dowty  then  suggested  a  scheme  for  recording  par- 
ticulars of  situations  where  the  living-in  system  is  adopted, 
but  after  some  discussion  this  was  dropped,  as  was  also 
the  question  of  a  paid  organising  secretary,  which  is  un- 
necessary owing  to  the  non-adoption  of  the  benefit  scheme.

— T.  Ashworth  (Liverpool),  F.  Bentley  (Birming- 
ham), and  J.  Wilson  (Birmingham). 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Shelley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dowty, 
the  retiring  officers  were  thanked  for  their  services  during 
the  past  year. 

During  luncheon  the  London  branch  presented  Messrs. 
Dowty  and  Francis  with  "  Swan  "  fountain  pens  as  a 
slight  appreciation  of  their  services  to  the  Union. 


Winter  Session. 


Brief  Records. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.— The.  last  meeting 
of  the  session  was  held  at  Bonnet's  Restaurant,  Darley  Street, 
on  March  23,  when  Mr.  H.  O.  Meek  gave  an  interesting  and 
graphic  description  of  a  canoe-trip  on  the  beautiful  rivers 
Eden  and  Wye.    Refreshments  were  served  after  the  lecture. 

Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.- At  the 
meeting  held  on  March  24,  when  Mr.  Higgins  was  in  the 
chair,  a  debate  took  place  on  "  Why  I  am  a  Member  of  the 
Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association."  The  speakers 
referred  to  the  advantages  of  membership  and  union.  The 
discussion  was  opened  by  Mr.  Kcpple. 

Croydon  Pharmacists'  Association.  —  At  the  Grey- 
hound Assembly  Room,  Croydon,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
March  30,  Mr.  Murton  Holmes  (Sutton)  gave  an  interesting 
lantern-lecture  on  "  Deep  Sea  Deposits,  Ancient  and 
Modern."  Mr.  H.  Paget  Matthews  (President)  wa6  in  the 
chair,  and  there  was  an  excellent  attendance.  In  addition 
to  the  lantern  slides,  Mr.  Holmes  submitted  many  fossil  speci- 
mens for  inspection. 

Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association.— A  meeting  was 
held  on  March  30  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  J.  Lee  Jones, 
when  Mr.  A.  Hagon  reviewed  the  work  done  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  during  the  six  years  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  council.  He  was,  he  said,  one  of  a  minority  of  four 
who  opposed  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  which  sub- 
sequently became  the  Act  of  1908.  During  his  term  of  office 
he  had  succeeded  in  getting  Welsh  accepted  in  the  preliminary 
as  a  modern  foreign  language.  He  complained  that  many 
more  chemists  do  not  become  members  of  the  Society,  but 
reap  the  benefits  without  cost.  Mr.  Hagon  asked  the  Asso- 
ciation to  support  him  as  a  candidate  at  the  Mav  election. 
A  resolution  of  confidence  in  Mr.  Hagon  was  subsequently 
passed  by  the  meeting.  A  communication  from  the  Preston 
Association  regarding  the  sale  of  spirituous  medicines  by 
unqualified  persons  was  then  discussed. 

Dundee  Pharmacists'  Association.— The  first  annual 
meeting  was  held  in  Mather's  Hotel,  Dundee,  on  March  18, 
"  for  very  important  and  urgent  business."  Mr  R.  M  Lind- 
say (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  an  attendance 
of  about  twenty.  The  financial  statement  showed  a  deficit 
of  11.  lis.,  which  amount  was  subscribed  by  those  present. 
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A  motion  was  made  to  wind  up  the  Association,  but  this  was 
withdrawn  in  favour  of  a  proposal  to  approach  the  local 
committee  of  the  Forfarshire  Association  with  a  view  to  a 
reorganisation  of  the  members  of  the  trade  in  Dundee.  It 
was  referred  to  a  committee  to  take  the  necessary  steps. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry.— The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Nottingham  Section  was  held  on  March  23.  The  officers 
elected  were:  Chairman,  Mr.  S.  J.  Pentecost;  Vice-Chair- 
man, Mr.  O.  Quibell ;  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
S.  R.  Trotrnan ;  committee,  Messrs.  L.  Archbutt,  T.  F. 
Harvey,  F.  J.  R.  Carulla,  F.  S.  Kipping,  J.  Golding,  H.  J.  S. 
Sand,  J.  T.  Wood,  J  M.  C.  Paton,  J.  M.  Wilkie,  J.  Dunfonl, 
W.  G.  Timmans,  and  J.  White.  Subsequently  Dr.  H.  J.  S. 
Sand  gave  a  demonstration  of  a  new  electrolytic  apparatus 
for  the  separation  and  determination  of  lead,  and  Messrs. 
J.  T.  Wood  and  D.  J.  Law,  B.Sc.,  read  a  note  on  "  The  "Use 
of  the  Colorimeter  for  the  Estimation  of  Chromium  in  One 
Bath  Liquors."  Professor  Proctor,  of  Leeds  University,  for- 
warded a  paper  in  which  a  new  method  of  colour  measure- 
ment was  discussed. 

A  Microscopical  Evening-  was  held  by  the  members  of 
the  Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association  at  St. 
Bride  Institute,  London.  E.C.,  on  March  30,  Mr.  F.  Noad 
Clark  being  the  organiser  of  the  exhibition.  The  Chairman 
(Mr.  G.  VV.  Udale),  after  stating  that  the  Council  of  the 
Association  had  decided  to  support  the  candidature  of  Messrs. 
Dowty  and  Waldron  for  election  to  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  called  upon  Mr.  Noad  Clark  to  explain 
microscopical  technique.  Various  members  aided  in  the  sub- 
sequent demonstration,  during  which  frequent  changes  of 
slides  were  made  under  about  a  dozen  microscopes.  The  slides 
covered  a  large  field  of  biology,  ranging  from  diatoms  and 
desmids  to  butterflies'  wings  and  fleas.  The  circulation  of  the 
blood  in  a  frog's  web,  trypanosomes  in  blood,  crystals  of 
santonin,  and  animalculse  in  water  attracted  most  attention 
from  the  record  gathering  present. 

Oldham  Pharmaceutical  Association.— The  annual 
meeting  was  held  at  the  Cafe  Monico,  Oldham,  on  Tuesday, 
March  22,  when  Messrs.  C.  Gartskle  (in  the  chair),  W.  Yates, 
W.  Gartside,  F.  Davies.  F.  Newby,  E.  H.  Holden,  G.  N. 
Cooper,  T.  Baker,  and  T.  Pickering  were  present.  Mr.  T. 
Shackleton  had  audited  the  books,  and  the  Treasurer  sub- 
mitted a  balance-sheet  which  showed  a  substantial  credit 
balance.  Messrs.  J.  Lees,  G.  N.  Cooper,  and  E.  H.  Holden 
were  elected  members  of  Council  in  place  of  Messrs.  C.  Gart- 
side, H.  Bagshaw,  and  T.  Baker.  Mr.  Newby  proposed,  and 
Mr.  Holden  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring  officers. 
Mr.  Gartside  reintroduced  the  subject  of  the  formation  of 
a  trade  section,  and  Mr.  Holden  contributed  further  infor- 
mation regardinar  details  of  the  scheme  which  he  had  sub- 
mitted at  a  previous  meeting.  The  matter  was  again  post- 
poned to  a  special  meeting. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices' 
Association, 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  March  23,  Mr.  E.  J.  Brown  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  The  business  of  the  evening  was  a 
communication  entitled  "  Notes  and  Queries,"  by  William 
Duncan,  Ph.C.,  F.C.S.  We  append  the  substance  of  this 
paper,  which  embraced  replies  to  fifteen  queries  : 

I.  We  make  our  Bow's  Liniment  by  the  following  formula, 
and  in  a  short  time  35  grains  of  a  yellow  powder  from 
40  oz.  of  liniment  are  precipitated.  The  powder  gives  all 
the  reactions  of  morphine.  What  is  the  object  of  adding 
ammonia,  seeing  it  precipitates  the  morphine?

In  reply,  the  author  referred  to  a  paper  bv  himself  in  the 
G.  <£■  D.,  April  10,  1886,  p.  291,  in  which  an  Edinburgh  formula 
(opium  2j  oz.,  soap  lj  oz.,  and  compound  camphor  liniment 
20  oz.)  was  discussed,  and  results  were  submitted  of  analyses  of 
residual  marcs  which  showed  morphine-contents  of  from 
8.5  to  18  per  cent.  The  finished  liniments  contained  from 
0.4  to  0.5  per  cent.  The  1887  B.P.C.  Formulary  (now  B.P. 
Codex)  formula  gives  a  liniment  containing  between  0.2  and 
0.3  per  cent,  morphine.  As  to  the  object  of  adding  ammonia, 
Mr.  Duncan  said  the  originator  of  the  liniment  probably 
desired  to  combine  the  counter-irritant  action  of  ammonia 
with  the  nain-relieving  property  of  opium,  but  Hale  White 
Bays  :  "  The  external  use  of  opium  is  of  doubtful  value." 

II.  Does  carbolic  ointment  or  a  carbolic  tooth-powder  con- 
taining 5  per  cent,  of  phenol  come  under  the  Poison 
Schedule? 


A  satisfactory  answer  to  this  can  only  be  obtained  in  tho 
law  courts,  but  the  author,  speaking  as  "counsel  for  the  prose- 
cution, says  the  two  preparations  are  brought  into  tho 
Schedule  by  the  concluding  paragraph  of  Part  2,  which  reads: 
"  .1//  preparations  or  admixtures  which  are  not  included  in 
Part  1  of  the  Schedule,  and  contain  a  poison  within  the  mcan- 
inej  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  "  [see  p.  511],  are  poisons  in  Part  2. 
As  carbolic  ointment  and  carbolic  tooth-powder  contain  car- 
bolic acid  (a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts),  both  are  poisons  in  Part  2  of  the  Schedule.  Further, 
not  being  liquid  preparations,  the  limitation  as  to  more  than- 
3  per  cent,  does  not  apply,  and  if  it  can  be  shown  that  they 
contain  more  than  tho  quantity  indicated  by  d<  minimis  non 
curat  lex,  they  are  poisons  in  Part  2,  though  containing  less- 
than  3  per  cent.  As  counsel  for  the  defendant,  the  author 
said  he  would  strongly  contest  this  argument.

On  adding  tho  lime-water  in  the  first  a  precipitate  falls, 
which  hardly  dissolves  on  shaking.  In  No.  2  the  precipitate- 
first  formed  does  dissolve  when  all  the  liquor  is  added.  In 
No.  3  the  precipitate  first  formed  dissolves  completely,  but 
in  twenty-four  hours  tho  mixture  becomes  turbid.  In  No.  4 
a  permanent  precipitate  is  produced.  What  is  the  explana- 
tion of  such  behaviour  ? 

All  depends  on  the  condition  of  the  bismuth  solution.  Tho 
B.P.  eays  liquor  bismuthi  is  slightly  alkaline,  but  it  is  often 
met,  smelling  like  a  "  pungent."  In  No.  1,  if  tho  bismuth  bo 
neutral,  the  hydrochloric  acid  of  tho  morphine  solution  re- 
moves a  portion  of  the  ammonia  and  bismuth  citrate  is 
precipitated.  The  lime-water  also  reacts  sparingly,  water- 
soluble  calcium  bismuthyl-citrato  forming,  which  probably 
is  the  precipitate  observed  on  compounding.  In  No.  4  the 
precipitate  is  bismuth  citrate.  A  little  ammonia  would  re- 
dissolve  it,  but  there  is  the  possibility  of  morphine  being 
precipitated,  as  it  is  only  soluble  1  in  5,000.  As  to  No.  2,  if 
the  pepsin  wine  were  acid  the  liquor  may  have  had  suffi- 
cient excess  of  ammonia  to  neutralise  and  redissolve  the- 
bismuth  citrate  thrown  out  by  the  acid.  The  precipitate  in 
No.  3  is  a  mixture  of  magnesium  carbonate  and  bismuthyl- 
citrate.

This  behaviour  must  be  caused  by  variation  in  the  ingredients. 
In  the  first  mixture  the  water  will  precipitate  the  quinine 
unless  the  liquor  be  strongly  acid.  Again,  quinine  acetate  is 
readily  suited  out  by  alkali  acetates  and,  like  caffeine  citrate, 
hydrolyses  in  water.  In  the  second  mixture  the  combined 
alkalinity  of  the  liquor  and  acetate  will  be  sufficient  to  com- 
pletely saponify  the  copaiba  and  the  resulting  soap  dissolves 
in  the  water.

The  first  prescription  is  a  common  prescription  in  Cornwall, 
where  the  tin-miners  are  subject  to  ankylostomiasis,  a  disease 
caused  by  a  parasite  that  lives  in  the  upper  portion  of  the 
intestine,  producing  profound  anaemia;  30  to  40  grains  of 
thymol  are  given  every  two  hours  until  two  or  three  doses 
have  been  taken.  As  to  the  second  prescription,  there  need 
be  no  fear.  The  albumen  of  the  milk,  and  e<rg  will  combine 
with  the  iodine,  destroying  its  corrosive  action.  The  com- 
bination is  analogous  to  starch  iodide  (24  grains  in  3j.),  which 
,:s  often  given  in  tablespoonful  doses.

Dilution  of  sulphuric  acid  being  accompanied  by  contraction, 
another  factor  must  be  obtained  before  answers  can  bo  got 
by  calculation — namely,  the  percentage  strength  of  1.2  acid 
■and  specific  gravity  of  8.275-per-cent.  acid.  The.  author  sub- 
mitted an  answer  to  the  query  written  by  Mr.  C.  A.  Mac- 
pherson,  in  which  it  was  said  the  two  questions  have  no  direct 
connection  with  each  other,  and  neither  of  them  can  be 
answered  without,  a  little  practical  work.  Ho  pointed  out 
that  mixtures  of  water  and  sulphuric  acid  contract,  the  con- 
traction varying  with  the  dilution  or  percentage  strength,  so 
that  there  is  no  way  of  determining  the  proportions  required 
in  any  given  case  except  by  experiment — adding  acid  to 
water  until  at  the  standard  temperature  the  mixture  attains 
"he  required  specific  gravity.  The  second  question  can  bo 
solved  in  the  following  manner: 

Divido  the  percentage  of  the  acid  supplied  by  that  of  the 
dilution  required,  and  multiply  by  100;  the  result  is  the 
weight  of  the  quantity  obtained"  when  100  grains  of  the 
strong  acid  is  reduced  io  the  required  strength.  Note  the 
measure -of  this  quantity,  find  the  ratio  between  it  and  8,750 
(the  number  of  grain-measures  in  1  pint),  multiply  the  result 
by  100,  and  the  figure  obtained  is  the  weight  of  tbe  strong 
acid  required  to  produce  1  pint  of  the  dilution.  This  may

No  precipitation  occurs  when  the  syrup  is  increased  nor  when 
the  aromatic  spirit  is  replaced  byspirit  of  ammonia  without  the 
essential  oils.  Non-prec:pitafcion  of  ferric  hydroxide  by  alkalies 
in  the  presence  of  certain  organic  bodies  is  of  common  occur- 
rence. Ferric  hydroxide  is  colloidal,  and  it  forms  water- 
soluble  complexes  with  organic  acids,  glycerol,  and  sugar, 
which  contain  hydroxyl  groups,  as  in  the  official  scale  prepara- 
tions and  mist,  ferri  ammoniata,  B.P.  Codex. 

Discussion. 

An  interesting  discussion  followed  with  reference  to 
Bow's  liniment,  Mr.  Duncan  expressed  his  surprise  to  learn 
that  "  Dr.  Bow's  Liniment  "  is  a  registered  trade-mark.  In 
his  own  experience  a  preparation  under  that  name  was  com- 
monly sold  as  far  back  as  1873.  There  was  also  a  similar 
preparation  sold  in  Glasgow  under  the  name  of  "Bell's 
Liniment,"  and  this  latter,  he  understood,  contained  bella- 
donna.— Mr.  Hill  said  he  distinctly  remembered  making  a 
preparation,  sold  as  "  Bow's  Liniment,"  as  far  back  as  1870, 
and  it  was  compounded  according  to  a  formula  of  much 
older  date  which  had  been  used  for  many  years  by  the  late 
Mr.  John  Maekay.  He  was  not  disposed  to  agree  that  such 
a  claim  as  that  made  by  the  representatives  of  Dr.  Bow 
could  be  established.  There  was  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  a  preparation  known  as  "  Bow's  Liniment"  had  been 
used  throughout  the  whole  country  for  many  years  before 
the  trade-mark  was  registered,  and  he  thought  anyone  could 
continue  to  sell  that  preparation  under  its  original  and 
universal  designation  so  long  as  it  did  not  pretend  to  be  the 
proprietary  preparation  .sold  by  the  representatives  of  Dr. 
Bow.  He  underftood  the  preparation  had  been  made  by 
different  people  according  to  the  prescription  of  Dr.  Bow, 
and,  if  that  was  so,  no  one  could  claim  a  proprietary  right. 
It  would  be  just  as  reasonable  if  the  representatives  of  the 
late  Dr.  Gregory  should  claim  an  exclusive  right  to  tho 
designation  "  Gregory's  Mixture"  or  "  Gregory's  Powder." 

There  is  no  question  about 
the  fact  that  the  title  "  Dr.  Bow's  Liniment  "  is  a  registered 
trade-mark  and  has  been  so  for  many  years;  therefore,  the 
use  of  the  title  by  any  persons  other  than  the  proprietors  of 
the  trade-mark,  and  without  their  permission,  is  illegal. —

A  very  old  specimen  of  emp.  oxycroceum,  P.E.,  was  sent 
for  exhibition  by  Mr.  Nicholson,  and  referring  to  it  he  said 
that  in  Shaw's  translation  of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia, 
1744,  there  is  a  footnote  explaining  that  the  name  "  Oxy- 
croceum "  implies  a  composition  of  vinegar  and  saffron, 
and  it  adds  that,  though  no  vinegar  is  here  used,  yet  in 
other  dispensatories  the  gums  are  ordered  to  be  dissolved  in 
vinegar.  The  prefix  "  o.xy  "  means  acid  or  sou.-  or  vinegar, 
and  "  croceum  "  refers  to  saffron,  Crocus  satlvug.  Mr.  Hill 
also  discussed  the  pronunciation  of  the  word  "  thymol," 
concluding  that  it  must  be  pronounced  as  if  it  was  spelt 
"tymol."  Messrs.  Currie,  Eowland,  Tait,  and  Watson 
also  spoke,  and  Mr.  Duncan  replied.

Q  INCE  our  last  report  business  has  been  interfered  with 
U  by  the  holidays,  but  there  is  a  steady  undercurrent  of 
trading.  The  features  of  interest  include  a  considerable 
reduction  in  cocaine,  with  the  idea  of  punishing  two 
makers  who  have  been  severely  undercutting  prices. 
Acetyl-salicylic  acid,  as  was  anticipated,  has  advanced  Z^d. 
Cream  of  tartar  is  strong  and  firmer.  Among  the  heavier 
chemical  group,  ammonia  sulphate  and  green  copperas  are 
easier.  Arsenic  is  very  low.  In  drugs,  saffron  is  a  rising 
market,  much  higher  prices  being  asked  in  Spain.  Buchu 
has  been  in  good  inquiry,  and  the  market  is  now  exceed- 
ingly bare  in  first  hands.  Ipecacuanha  and  cod-liver  oil 
both  remain  firm.  Crude  camphor  is  tending  firmer.  In 
"outside"  articles  both  linseed  and  soya  oils  have  ad- 
vanced sharply,  while  in  Mincing  Lane  and  the  share 
market  the  excitement  in  rubber  continues  at  fever  heat.

The  output 
is  therefore  moderate,  and  sellers  easily  maintain  their 
prices,  although  business  has  not  been  very  brisk.  For 
shipment  from  3s.  5d.  to  3s.  Gd.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  London  is 
quoted. 

Oil,  Cod-Liver,  remains  firm,  but  transactions  are  few, 
the  market  having  been  under  the  influence  of  the  holidays. 
Agents  quote  from  98?.  6d.  to  105*.  per  barrel  c.i.f.  for 
new  oil  as  to  brand ,  but  buyers  do  not  respond  to  the  higher 
figures.  Writing  on  Monday,  March  21  (too  late 
for  our  previous  issue),  our  Bergen  correspondent  stater, 
that  the  2J,  million  cod  caught,  and  the  yield  of 
2,300  barrels  of  oil,  was  considered  satisfactory,  espe- 
cially as  expectations  were  not  very  bright.  The  fishing 
is  6till  concentrated  in  the  middle  of  Lofoten  and  west- 
wards, and  only  little  is  done  in  the  spacious  waters  of 
East  Lofoten.  The  weather  continues  calm  and  very 
favourable  to  the  fishing.  In  Lofoten,  the  size  of  the  cod, 
the  liver,  and  its  yield  of  oil  are  about  the  same  as  last 
week,  but  in  other  places  the  fishing  is  bad  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  fish  is  inferior.  The  reports  give  the  fol- 
lowing figures  for  the  whole  country  :

The  prices  paid  in  the  fishing  places  for  tho  livers  are 
extremely  high,  and  even  at  the  present  quotations  for 
cod-liver  oil  the  producers  find  difficulty  in  making  a 
profit.  The  tendency  of  the  market  is  therefore  very 
firm,  and  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  cod-liver  oil  has 
lately  been  sold  at  the  equivalent  of  95.5.  6d.  c.i.f.,  and 
even  at  this  quotation  there  are  few,  if  any,  sellers  at 
present.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up)  to  date  amount  to 
2.686  barrels,  against  3,200  barrels  at  the  6ame  date  of 
last  year. 

Various  private  advices  from  Borden  and  Aalcsund  have 
been  received  confirming  the  above  upward  tendency,  also 
intimating  that  as  the  cost  of  production,  owing  to  the  exorbi- 
tant prices  for  the  livers,  is  very  high  this  year,  makers  are 
unwilling  to  sell  at  present  prices,  which  show  them  a  loss. 
Meanwhile,  the  fishing  at  I^ofoten  and  the  other  places  i3 
expected  to  continue  until  about  the  middle  of  April ;  pro- 
spects are  generally  considered  to  bo  good. 


A  London  advice  dated  March  24  states  that  fishing  has 
commenced  to  diminish,  and  on  account  of  tho  holidays  a 
great  number  of  the  boats  have  left  the  fishing  districts. 
Owing  to  this  the  tendency  is  again  firmer,  and  finest  new 
non-freezing  oil  is  quoted  96s.  c.i.f.  London.  [Since  advanced.]

Oils,  Fixed. — Linseed  shows  a  strong  advance,  closing 
at  38?.  spot  in  pipes,  and  38?.  3<7.  in  barrels.  liape  is  firmer 
at  28.?.  spot  for  ordinary  brown  crude,  and  30.?.  3</.  for  Eng- 
lish refined  in  casks.  Cottonseed  is  firm  at  31s.  for  crude, 
31s.  6d .  for  ordinary  pale  refined,  and  35.s.  for  sweet  re- 
fined. Soya-bean  oil  has  advanced  1.?.  3<7.  to  31.?.  spot, 
naked.  Lagos  Palm  oil  is  unchanged  at  33?.  6</.  spot  and 
32x.  7>d.  Liverpool.  Pet  role  inn  is  nominal  at  5%d.  for 
Russian,  6d.  to  fyd.  for  American,  and  Id.  to  7{d.  for 
water-white.  Turpentine  is  quiet  at  42*.  6d.  per  cwt.  for 
American  on  the  spot  and  42s.  l^d.  for  April. 

Opium. — Cables  have  been  received  from  Smyrna  and 
Constantinople  announcing  a  firmer  market,  and  spot  prices 
are  also  nominally  higher,  but  there  is  little  stock  here  now 
in  which  to  do  business,  Turkey  druggists  (lOf  per  cent.) 
baing  worth  16s.  Gd.  The  market  has  been  practically 
cleared  of  Persian  opium,  and  the  bulk  of  the  recent  arri- 
vals has  gone  into  consumption.  To-day  19s  has  been 
paid  for  Persian  on  the  spot. 

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  March  18  again  report- 
ing a  fairly  active  week,  with  sales  for  England,  the  Continent, 
and  U.S.A.  amounting  to  28  cases  at  12s.  6d.  to  15.?.  for  manu- 
facturing qualities  yielding  from  9g  to  12  per  cent,  of  mor- 
phine. Stocks  are  much  depleted,  and  sellers  experience 
great  difficulty  in  inducing  holders  to  give  in  to  their  terms. 
The  Americans  have  not  come  forward  for  any  heavy  sup- 
plies for  several  months;  therefore  sooner  or  later  they  will 
be  in  need,  and  it  will  bo  a  question  whether  they  will  find 
sufficient  available.  Stock  on  this  marjigt  is 'about  300  cases 
eligible  rich  material,  and  about  200  to  3C0  of  the  lower 
grades,  whereas  in  Constantinople  there  are  only  100  cases, 
and  in  the  interior  some  50  or  60.  Tho  general  opinion  is 
that  present  figures  will  be  maintained,  and  should  anything 
happen  to  the  crop  a  material  advance  will  set  in.  Tho 
arrivals  to  date  amount  to  1.921  eases,  against  2,040  cases. 

A  Smyrna  advice  of  March  19  states  that  the  sales  for  the 
week  amount  to  28  cases  for  London  at  piastres  130.  or  equal  to 
14.?.  4r7.  per  lb.  c.i.f. ,  for  current  Karahissar  and  14.?.  lid.  for 
"extra."  In  addition  to  the  above,  some  30  cases  were  sold 
for  England  at  various  prices.  Market  closes  firm,  and  with 
a  normal  demand  prices  will  be  exhausted  before  the  new 
crop  is  due.  Another  Smyrna  advice  dated  March  19  gives 
the  following  details  of  the  sales:  Nineteen  cases  new  extra 
Karahissar  at  14s.  Id.,  six  eases  new  extra  ditto  at  14s.  Id.. 
and  two  cases  old  ditto  at  13.?.  Id.  Market  closed  firmly  at, 
these  rates,  and  the  tendency  depends  on  the  attitude  of 
consumers.  Should  the  demand  continue  active,  prices  will 
rise;  but  should  the  market  only  be  maintained  by  small 
orders,  prices  will  remain  on  the  same  level.  On  the  other 
hand,  absence  of  business  for  some  ten  days  would  inevitably 
lead  to  a  fall.  The  reports  as  to  the  growing  crops  which 
have  come  to  hand  are  all  favourable.  The  cold  and  frost 
have  been  intense,  but,  as  we  formerly  suggested  as  probable, 
tho  snow  was  at  the  tirr.o  covering  the  plants.  If.  therefore, 
no  further  damage  occurs,  the  crops  will  surpass  all  expecta- 
tions, as  sowings  have  been  on  a  large  scale.  This  knowledge 
has  influenced  holders,  who,  while  apparently  observing  the 
usual  reserve,  have  yet  facilitated  the  execution  of  two  orders 
received  from  America  and  England  <at  former  prices. 

Orris. — Mogador  is  firmer  with  sale6  at  25s.  per  cwt., 
but  26.?.  is  now  wanted. 

Pepper,  Black.— Quiet  but  steady,  fair  Singapore  offer- 
ing at  4^(7.  spot;  for  arrival  sellers  of  Singapore  quote 
3f|-i.  for  April-June  shipment;  June- August  has  been  sold 
at  3V2d.  ;  and  July-September  at  4d.  c.i.f.  d/w. 

Petper,  White,  is  also  quiet,  fair  Singapore  offering  at 
e76d.  spot,  and  April-June  shipment  at  6\$d.  c.i.f.  d/w.^ 

Saffron.— Dearer.  The  reports  as  to  drought  in  Spain 
and  the  witherings  of  the  bulbs  continue  persistent  :  the 
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price  for  finest  Valencia  to-day  is  42s.  bd.  per  lb.  net  on 
the  spot,  with  commercial  offering  clown  to  36s. .  whereas  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  38*.  6d.  to  40s.  were  the  top 
prices. 

JSarsafarilla. — The  arrivals  include  25  bales  grey 
Jamaica  and  12  bales  red  native  Jamaica;  the  last  price 
paid  in  sale  for  grey  was  Is.  5</. 

Shellac. — Quiet  and  unaltered,  with  fair  free  T  N 
orange  offering  at  68s.,  and  April-June  shipment  at  68.?. 
c.i.f.  Futures  are  also  quiet,  May  offering  at  69.?.  and 
August  71s. 


Manchester  Chemical=market. 

March  20. 

The  market  to-day  was  of  a  holiday  character,  and,  so  far 
as  could  bo  ascertained,  there  was  little  actual  business  pass- 
ing. Heavy  chemicals,  however,  remained  steady,  and  prices 
were  well  maintained.  While  sulphuric  acid  was  firm  and  in 
good  demand,  acetic  acid  ruled  easier  and  occasionally  rather 
lower.  Brown  acetate  of  lime  is  still  firmly  held,  and  white 
powdered  arsenic  is  steadier.  Sugar  of  lead  finm,  with  brown 
somewhat  scarce.  Sulphate  of  copper  is  quiet  at  19/.  to 
19/.  5s.  per  ton,  best  brands,  delivered  Manchester.  Oxalic 
acid  is  rather  lower  at  2%d.  per  lb.  Yellow  prussiate  of  potash 
is  quiet.  In  coal-tar  products  there  has  been  a  rather  smart 
drop  in  sulphate  of  ammonia,  which  is  now  quoted  12/.  to 
12/.  Is.  3r7.  per  ton  on  rails  Manchester. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Since  last,  writing,  business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market 
has  been  greatly  interfered  with  by  the  holidays,  and  at  most 
centres  this  feeling  is  still  apparent,  so  that  the  amount  of 
trade  passing  is  much  below  normal  proportions.  The  general 
tone  of  the  market,  however,  is  steady,  and  all  main  products 
are  well  maintained  in  value.  With  the  early  reopening  of 
the  more 'northern  ports,  a  brisker  demand  on  export  account 
is  to  be  anticipated. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  seems  to  be  somewhat  quieter,  though 
ruling  quotations  keep  fairly  steady.  The  foreign  demand  is 
not  so  brisk  as  it  was,  but  home  trade  keeps  up  fairly  well. 
Stocks,  both  in  this  country  and  on  the  Continent,  arc  not 
considered  to  be  over-abundant,  but  there  nevertheless  seems 
to  be  a  divided  opinion  as  to  what  course  prices  will  take. 
Makers'  ideas  keep  firm  both  for  prompt  and  forward,  but 
reports  point  to  some  dealers  selling  ahead  on  a  lower  basis. 
Present  nearest  figures  are:  Beckton  prompt,  12/.  10s.  to 
12/.  12s.  6(7. ;  Beckton  terms,  12/.  5s.  to  12/.  6s.  3(7.  ;  London, 
12/.  5s.  ;  Leith,  12/.  10s.  ;  Hull.  12/.  5s.  ;  Liverpool,  12/.  7s.  6(7. 
to  12/.  8s.  9(7. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Balsam  Peru. — 'Supplies  are  very  small,  and  it  is  thought, 
producers  are  purposely  holding  back.  First-hand  quotations 
are  an.  14. 50  per  kilo. 

CAMPHOR  (Refined). — In  China  crude  sales  at  140s.  c.i.f. 
Hamburg  have  taken  place,  and  further  business  is  possible 
at  the  price.  Refined  Japanese  is  cheaper,  with  offers  of 
2g-lb.  slabs  at  m.3.40  per  kilo,  and  1-oz.  tablets  m.3.70  per 
kilo,  net  cash. 

Chloroform. — The  fall  in  prices  which  took  place  a  month 
ago  appears  to  have  become  deeper  rooted  than  was  at  first 
supposed.  Offers  are  met  with  now  at  the  still  lower  prices 
of  "m.  170  per  100  kilos. 

Cevadilla  continues  steady.  The  500  sacks  which  have 
arrived  in  Hamburg  have  been  mostly  sold,  and  cannot  in- 
fluence the  marker.  From  m. 82  to  m.83  per  100  kilos,  is 
quoted. 

Citric  Acid. — For  immediate  delivery  the  scarcity  lias 
become  more  noticeable,  so  that  m.290  per  100  kilos,  is  the 
lowest;  for  delivery  also  the  quotation  is  higher. 

Dextrin. — All  potato  products  are  steadier,  but  business 
is  limited.  Good  potato  starch  is  epioted  at  from  m.23  to 
m.24  per  100  kilos.,  and  dextrin  at  from  m.28  to  m.30. 

Ergot. — Offers  have  increased,  current  quotations  being 
from  m.310  to  m.325  per  100  kilos.  Prices  are  regarded  as 
very  low,  and  will  not  admit  of  a  further  reduction  without 
loss. 

Mannite. — The  Convention  of  Italian  makers  have  raised 
their  prices  by  g  lire  per  kilo.  ;  they  quote  16  lire  for  small 
orders  and  up  to  15  lire  and  downwards  for  orders  of  500  kilos. 
The  steady  position  of  raw  material  will  contribute  to  main- 
tain the  price  up  to  August. 

Ceylon  Cardamoms. 

In  the  course  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Planters'  Associa- 
tion of  Ceylon  for  last  year,  it  is  stated  that  the  weather 
was  very  suitable  for  cardamoms,  and  the  estimate  of 
750,000  lb.  for  1909  will  be  realised.  Prices  for  fully  bleached 
cardamoms  have  been  better,  but  for  green  dried  the  average 


hasibeen  very  low,  owing  to  the  demand  from  India  being  only 
half  that  for  1908.  Foreign  countries  have  taken  fully 
110,000  lb.  more  than  last  year  in  direct  shipments.  The 
prospects  for  1910  are  not  so  satisfactory  owing  to  the 
partial  failure  of  the  north-east  monsoon,  and  650,000  lb.  is 
the  estimated  crop  for  the  year.  The  U.S.A.  now  stands 
fourth  in  the  list  of  countries  importing  cardamoms  direct 
from  Cevlon,  having  taken  56,995  lb.  in  1909,  as  against 
9,635  lb.  "m  1908.

The  exports  of  peppermint  oil  from  the  U.S.A.  were: 
1905,  36,953  lb.  ;    1906,  74,151  lb.  ;    1907,  147,722  lb. ;  1908, 
141,617  lb.;   1909,  161,811  lb.;   and  of  all  other  essential  oils 
the  exports  in  1909  were  valued  at  $274,536,  against  $214,765' 
in  1908. 

French  Kelp  Industry. 

Tho  British  Vice-Consul  at  Brest  reports  that  during  1907 
there  were,  in  the  northern  portion  of  Finistere,  an  average 
of  1,000  boats,  with  total  crews  of  3,000  men,  engaged  in  tho 
.seaweed  industry.  In  the  arrondissement  of  Brest  110,000 
tons  of  seaweed  was  collected,  and  in  that  of  Morlaix  48.000- 
boatloads.  The  average  price  paid  per  ton  was  2f.  (Is.  Id.) 
for  the  fresh  and  12f.  (9s.  7<7.)  for  the  dried  vareeh.  The  price 
per  boatload  varied  from  6f.  to  15f.  (4s.  Wd.  to  12s.).  Kelp 
fetched  from  70f.  to  160f.  (56s.  to  128s.)  per  ton.  In  the  de- 
partment of  Morbihan,  the  factories  at  Saint-Pierre  and 
Port  Maria  manufactured  113  tons  of  muriate  of  potash  and 
3,950  kilos,  of  iodine.  In  the  Quiberon  peninsula  the  crop  of 
vareeh  amounted  to  about  18,000  tons,  which  gavo  a  yield  of 
180  tons  of  kelp.  Tho  Consul  is  informed  by  the  Customs- 
authorities  that  as  regards  the  industry  in  the  northern  por- 
tion of  Finistere — i.e..  in  the  arrondissements  of  Brest  and 
Morlaix — the  figures  for  1908  are  similar  to  those  for  tho 
previous  year.  In  the  Quiberon  peninsula  the  total  crop- 
amounted  to  about  3,000  tons,  the  larger  part  of  which_  was 
converted  into  kelp.  In  1908  the  factories  at  Saint-Pierre- 
and  Port  Maria  purchased  about  300  tons  of  kelp.  In  the- 
northern  portion  of  Finistere  the  average  price  paid  for  fresh 
varech  was  1.75L  (Is.  5(7.)  per  ton,  or  6f.  (4s.  10r?.)  per  boatload. 


Sulphate  of  Soda  is  more  pleasant  to  take  and  not  so 
violent  nor  so  griping  in  its  action  as  Epsom  salts.  It  has 
been  highly  spoken  of  in  the  treatment  of  those  small  boils 
which  so  frequently  crop  out  on  the  neck  at  the  level  of  th& 
edge  of  the  collar.

The  old- 
fashioned  article  was  ammonia  solution  1.  colza  oil  2,  but  the 
B.P.  Codex  gives  an  extravagant  formula  with  almond  and 
olive  oils.— Hypo  (118/54).

It  is  not  often  that  cod-liver  oil  is  the  subject,  of  a  rhyme. 
I_  (72/40)  came  across  this  at  a  chemist's  in  Jesmond  Road, 
Newcastlo-on-Tyne :

Er.  migraine,  from  Gr.  hemierania — hitmi  half,  and  crania  the 
skull  including  the  brain,  the  cerebellum — the  medium  of  nerve 
jiower  and  sensation,  congestion  of  which  deprives  the  subject 
of  self-control  and  finally  of  motion. 

Having  experienced  these  symptoms,  I  am  disposed  to  foe- 
iievo  that  a  similar  condition  exists  in  the  brain  of  a  pigeon 
submitted  for  my  opinion.  Tho  bird  was  incapable  of  flying, 
but  fluttered  helplessly  on  tho  table;  its  eyes  were  fixed,  the 
head  awry,  and  the  plumage  ruffled  :  it  shortly  died.  Brain- 
congestion  may  be  duo  to  several  causes — a  blow  on  the  head, 
sunstroke,  or  undue  mental  excitement.  It  was  formerly 
■Lreated  by  applying  ice  in  a  waterproof  cap,  but  this  method 
only  aggravated  the  case  A  brickmaker  whose  employes 
wero  liable  to  sunstroke  adopted  a  more  rational  practice — 
namely,  a  hot  brick  wrapped  in  flannel  pLaced  at  the  back  of 
tho  patient's  head.  This  simplo  expedient  proved  eminently 
successful.  A  full  account  appeared  in  the  "  Standard " 
many  years  since.  Dourvault,  in  "  L'Officine,"  mentions  a 
■  ompound  of  camphor  and  ammonia  as  contre  migraine,  this 
probably  when  premonitory  symptoms  occur.  To  a  pigeon- 
fancier  there  might  be  a  difficulty  which  a  skilful  hand  could 


obviate,  the  feathers  being  removed  from  the  bird's  head,  of 
applying  a  piece  of  lint  saturated  with  lotion  and  covered 
with  oil-silk  or  guttapercha  tissue.  Not  being  au  fait  in 
handling  such  delicate  creatures  as  almond  tumblers,  arch- 
angels, fantails,  etc.,  I  do  not  pretend  to  more  than  a  sug- 
gestion that  may  or  may  not  be  worthy  of  attention. — R. 
Goodwin.  Mum  bra;/. 


A  Warning. 

Sir, — Kindly  allow  me  space  in  your  columns  to  warn 
chemists  (both  wholesale  and  retail)  against  a  man  who 
represents  himself  as  having  lost  his  position  through  the 
depression  in  trade.  He  gives  the  name  of  J.  Williams,  and 
says  he  was  over  twenty  years  with  Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co., 
of  Bristol,  or  in  other  cases  over  twenty  years  with  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  of  Birmingham.  He  is  evidently 
familiar  with  both  of  these,  and  even  the  names  of  some  of 
the  managers  of  departments,  but  on  inquiry  of  the  latter 
firm  I  learn  that  no  one  of  that  name  has  been  employed 
there  for  twenty  years  past,  and  no  one  has  been  discharged 
owing  to  depression  in  trade.  He  is  about  forty  years 
of  age,  rather  over  middle  height,  and  has  a  slight  stoop  ; 
he  says  he  has  walked  from  Birmingham  (or  Bristol)  and 
has  two  (or  three)  children  in  a  home  for  consumptives  in 
Somerset.  I  have  reason  to  think  there  are  two  men,  pro- 
bably "  pals,"  who  are  up  to  this  little  game,  but  only  one 
has  called  on  me.

Soda-water  Manufacture  for  the  Chemist. 

Sir, — I  was  interested  in  the  comments  by  "  Xrayser  II." 
on  my  letter  which  appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.  on  March  19. 
During  my  first  year  of  syphon-filling  I  did  not  have  to 
increase  my  staff  at  all,  and  consequently  the  amount  I  paid 
in  wages  was  not  increased,  hence  the  reason  I  did  not 
make  any  allowance  for  labour  in  striking  my  balance. 
Advertising  analyst's  report  did  not  cost  even  2s.  per  week. 
The  principal  means  of  advertising  the  quality  of  my 
aerated  waters  was  my  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  report  in 
each  package  which  left  my  shop.  "  Surely  20  per  cent,  de- 
preciation on  syphons  is  very  high.  It  equals  the  loss  or 
damage  of  one  out  of  every  five  per  annum.  I  find  that  with 
a  careful  system  of  checking  the  loss  on  syphons  can  be 
reduced  almost  to  vanishing  point ;  in  fact,  during  six 
years'  sales  of  syphons  from  other  manufacturers  I  have 
lost  only  three  syphons.  F.  E.  B.  (120/14.) 

Sir, — I  was  glad  to  see  a  more  able  pen  than  mine  reply 
to  the  letter  of  "  F.  E.  B."  when  "  Xrayser  II."  took  this 
matter  up.  My  own  experience,  both  in  a  large  and  small 
way,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  mineral-water  manu- 
facture for  the  chemist  is  an  exceedingly  difficult  one  to 
carry  on  profitably.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  form  a 
correct  estimate  of  the  depreciation  of  syphons  and  plant. 
"Xrayser  II."  says  25  per  cent.— i.e.,  20  per  cent,  on 
syphons  and  5  per  cent,  on  plant.  I  should  welcome  the  in- 
formation if  some  of  our  large  manufacturers  (say,  Idris  & 
Co.)  would  tell  us  what  the  life  of  the  syphon  really  is.  My 
own  opinion,  based  on  over  twelve  years'  experience,  is 
about  six  years  average,  and,  if  I  am  anything  approaching 
accurate,  this  fact  alone  will  show  the  difficulty  there  is 
to  make  a  profit  in  satisfactory  proportion  to  the  labour 
and  time  expended.  The  small  machines  working  on  the 
automatic  principle  are  of  no  value  commercially  to  manu- 
facture good  soda-water.  A  machine  of  at  least  5-gal. 
cylinder  capacity  is  required  on  the  agitating  principle, 
and  to  work  such  a  machine  power  is  wanted.  These  are 
requisite  factors  to  be  estimated  by  anyone  embarking  in 
the  business.  To  attempt  to  put  soda-water  on  the  market, 
except  of  the  very  best,  is  useless ;  and  I  can  only  say  if 
any  chemist  has  200Z.  to  300/.  available  for  business  pur- 
poses he.  can  very  easily  find  a  more  profitable  return  on 
his  capital  than  embarking  in  soda-water  manufacture.  I 
think  "  F.  E.  B."  will  have  reason  to  modify  his  opinions 
considerably  after  a  few  years.

Sir,— With  reference  to  Mr.  Gadd's  letter  on  this  sub- 
ject in  the  C.  <L-  D.  of  March  26,  we  should  most  certainly 
have  at  the  very  least  one  Liberal  and  one  Conservative, 
and  then  I  am  afraid  not  much,  if  any,  good  would  be  cone. 
When  chemists  consider  themselves  in  their  true  poiition 
as  ordinary  shopkeepers,  working  behind  the  counter  from 
twelve  to  fourteen  hours  per  day,  in  keen  competition  with 
other  tradesmen,  simply  to  try  and  make  ends  meet,  and 
throw  to  the  winds  that  ridiculous  pride  which  only  goes 
to  make  them  thought  all  the  less  of  by  their  friends  and 
customers,  then  they  will  possibly  remember  that  had  they 
been  represented  by  one  of  their  craft,  backed  up  by  a  good 
common-sense  council  of  their  own  local  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, on  their  County  or  Borough  Councils,  when  the  poison 
licenses  were  granted,  they  would  not  be  in  the  position 
they  are  in  to-day  of  sharing  the  selling  of  certain  poisons 
with  any  person  who  thinks  fit  to  apply  for  a  license.  I 
am  confident  that  if  chemists  were  represented  on  their  local 
Councils  as  are  other  tradesmen,  such  as  grocers,  drapers, 
furnishers,  hairdressers,  etc.,  we  should  reap  far  more  bene- 
fit than  ever  we  shall  by  subscribing  to  one  M.P.  Where  it 
ie  found  impossible  to  get  a  chemist  to  stand,  an  arrange- 
ment can  always  be  come  to  with  some  aspirant  for  "  coun- 
cil honours  "  who  for  a  small  subscription  and  some  good 
hard  working  on  his  behalf  at  election  time,  is  willing  to  do 
his  best  for  those  whom  he  represents.  Our  representatives 
would  be  known  to  us  personally,  and  we  could  be  in  daily 
touch  with  them.  Of  what  use  is  a  man  constantly  in 
London  to  any  chemist  in  the  North  or  Midlands  ?  Again, 
we  are  told  on  good  authority  that  we  may  expect  two  more 
•elections  this  year,  with  others  in  the  near  future.  Is  trade 
so  good  that  chemists  can  afford  to  throw  away  their  money 
in  attempting  to  get  one  or  two  men  into  the  House  of 
Commons  every  three  or  four  months  ?

The  Davs  of  the  Week. 
Sir. — "  Xrayser  II."  thinks  that  the  mythological  names 
of  the  days  ("Lunay'  "  Martis,"  etc.)  have  disappeared 
from  chemists'  books.  If  so,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
O.  db  D.  Diary  for  taking  us  back  (anywhere  out  of  there 
pessimistic  times)  to  a  bygone  age.  I  believe  that  these  old 
Latin  terms  are  still  used  in  the  "Journals  "  of  the  House 
-of  Commons.  I  havo  no  access  to  other  chemists'  books, 
but  I  know  that  I  have  used  them  for  fifty-nine  years  to 
this  hour ;  only,  as  they  indicate  the  time  when  business 
transactions  are  done,  one  does  not  use  the  nominative  case 
to  express  it.

Devon  (91/20).— See  reply  to  "  H.  G.."  March  12,  p.  423, 
winch  covers  your  query. 

Subscriber  (Ireland)  (117/74)  is  an  'apothecary  and  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner  keeping  open  shop.  Ho  lias  a 
veterinary  medicine  which  he  proposes  to  advertise  locally 
as  being  obtainable  only  at  his  Medical  Hall,  his  name  not 
being  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  matter.  Will  tho 
'brenoral  Medical  Council  consider  such  advertising  infnmous 
■conduct  in  a  professional  respect?    [We  cannot  recall  any 


instance  in  which  the  Council  has  taken  action  in  such  a  case 
as  this.  What  "Subscriber"  proposes  to  do  is  commonly 
practised  by  person-s  keeping  open  shop,  and  the  Council  has 
by  implication  declared  that  keeping  open  shop  is  not 
infamous  conduct  so  long  as  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  are  complied  with.] 

Subscriber  (Lrmclon)  (116/23)  has  a  baker's  shop  on  one 
side  of  his  business  premises  and  a  confectioner's  on  the 
other.  The  confectioner  uses  a  sun-blind,  which  shuts  the  view 
of  "Subscriber's"  from  certain  parts  of  the  roadway.  The 
blind  extends  two  yards  from  the  pavement,  and  is  fixed  to 
tho  confectioner's  premises.  Can  "Subscriber"  compel  the 
confectioner  to  take  down  the  blind,  or  can  he  sue  him  for 
damages?  [Unless  "  Subscriber  "  has  some  ancient  lights 
(which  we  very  much  doubt)  we  are  of  opinion  that  he  cannot 
prevent  the  owner  of  the  sweetstuff  shop  from  suspending  tho 
blind  in  the  position  indicated,  so  long  as  such  blind  over- 
hangs tho  premises  of  the  adjoining  owner  only.  Perhaps  if 
"Subscriber"  were  to  ask  his  neighbour  to  remove  or  alter 
the  blind,  and  at  the  same  time  suggest  that  in  default  the 
matter  would  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  local  authority, 
some  good  might  result.] 

Beginner  (115/10)  sends  the  following  question  and  answer 
from  the  "Justice  of  the  Peace,"  March  19,  and  asks  if  the 
statements  are  correct : 

"  Is  it  necessary  for  a  registered  chemist,  when  selling 
'  B.'s  Vermin-killer,'  to  enter  the  purchaser's  name  in 
the  poison-book  and  tho  quantity  sold  ?  Is  there  any  re- 
strictions to  be  observed  in  selling  this  poison  (1)  as  to 
label,  and  (2)  to  whom  sold  ? — Answer. — No;  all  compounds 
containing  a  scheduled  poison  for  destroying  vermin  were 
by  regulation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  made  on  De- 
cember 20,  1869.  added  to  the  second  part  of  the  Schedule  A 
to  31  and  32  Vict.,  c.  121,  and  the  entries  in  a  poison- 
book  did  not  apply  to  that  part  of  the  Schedule.  The 
Schedule  was  repealed  by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act, 
1908,  and  a  new  Schedule  in  two  parts  substituted  (see  the 
statute).  If  the  preparation  comes  within  Part  II.  of  the 
new  Schedule,  or  is  not  comprised  in  Part  I.  thereof,  the 
same  observation  as  to  no  registration  being  necessary 
applies,  and  this  is  presumably  the  intention  of  the  Act  in 
regard  to  such  an  article  as  is  mentioned.  Tho  article, 
being  a  poison,  should  be  labelled  as  such,  and  with  the 
name  of  the  article  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller." 

Tho  answer  is  correct.  Before  tho  1908  Act  vermin-killers 
were,  strictly  speaking,  in  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule  if  they 
contained  any  scheduled  poison.  They  are  now  in  whatever 
part  of  the  Schedule  their  poisonous  component  is  in,  subject 
to  tho  new  phraseology  of  the  Schedule.  Thus,  if  "  B.'s 
Vermin-killer  "  contains  arsenic  or  strychnine,  it  is  in  Part  I. 
See  C.  dt-  JJ.  Diary,  pp.  210-212.

IV.  /.  H.  (110/27).— (1)  Analysis  of  Cocoa.— There  is  no 
book  published  on  the  analysis  of  cocoa,  but  Allen  ("Com- 
mercial Analysis,"  Vol.  III.,  Part  2)  gives  the  following 
scheme  for  a  complete  analysis  of  commercial  cocoa: 

Ignite  5  grams  of  tho  sample,  weigh  the  ash  and  treat 
with  boiling  water.  Wash,  dry,  ignite,  and  weigh  tho  in- 
soluble portion.  Titrate  the  filtrate  with  N/10  acid  to 
determine  the  alkalinity,  which  will  be  excessive  where 
the  cocoa  has  been  prepared  with  a  fixed  alkali.  .  .  .  The 
addition  of  ferruginous  matters  would  bo  detected  by  the 
excessive  proportion  of  the  ash,  which  in  the  case  of  genuine 
cocoa  is  white  and  very  rarely  in  excess  of  4  per  cent,  (in 
the  absence  of  husk  and  added  alkalis,  and  when  the  fat 
has  not  been  removed).  The  proportion  of  oxido  of  iron 
in  cocoa  is  very  trifling,  ranging  from  0.10  to  0.38  per  cent. 
<>f  the  ash.  .  .  .  Dry  5  grams  of  the  sample  in  the  water- 
oven  at  100°  C.  and  note  the  loss  of  weight,  which  represents 
moisture.  Boil  the  dried  substance,  reduced  to  powder  if 
necessary  and  preferably  mixed  with  a  known  weight  of  dry 
sand,  with  redistilled  petroleum  spirit.  Pour  off  the  solu- 
tion and  repeat  the  treatment  till  the  fat  is  entirely  removed. 
Wash  the  residue,  dry  it  in  the  bath,  and  reweigh.  The 
loss  represents  fat.  .  .  .  Tho  residue  left  after  tho  extrac- 
tion of  the  fat  is  exhausted  with  hot  spirit  (0.850  sp.  gr.), 
which  dissolves  sugar,  tartaric  acid,  tannin,  soap,  theo- 
bromine, etc.  The  hot  solution  is  treated  with  lead  acetate 
and  filtered  from  the  precipitate  of  lead  tartrate,  tannate, 
stearatc,  etc.  From  the  concentrated  filtrate  the  theo- 
bromine  can  be  extracted  by  agitation  with  warm  chloro- 
form. .  .  .  The  liquid  is  freed  from  traces  of  chloroform 
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by  boiling  or  agitation  with  petroleum  spirit,  and  after 
removal  of  the  excess  of  lead  by  sodium  phosphate 
is  fit  for  the  determination  of  the  sugar.  This  may  be 
effected  by  inversion  and  treatment  with  Fehling's  solution 
or  by  means  of  the  polarime.ter.  .  .  .  The  residue  left  after 
treatment  with  alcohol  contains  gum,  starch,  cellulose,  fibre, 
albuminoid  matters,  etc.  After  weighing  an  aliquot  part 
may,  if  desired,  be  used  for  the  determination  of  the  con- 
tained nitrogen  by  Kjeklahl's  process  or  combustion  with 
soda-lime  and  the  amount  found  calculated  to  albuminoids 
by  multiplying  by  6.25.  The  residue  may  also  bo  advan- 
tageously examined  under  the  microscope  at  this  stage,  since 
by  the  removal  of  the  oil,  sugar,  and  colouring  matters  the 
starch  and  woody  matter  are  seen  to  great  advantage.  On 
the  presence  or  absence  of  foreign  starch  will  usually  depend 
the  necessity  of  performing  the  subsequent  operations  for  its 
quantitative  determination.  For  the  determination  of 
starch  an  aliquot,  part  of  the  residue  from  the  alcohol  treat- 
ment should  be  heated  under  a  pressure  of  the  atmosphere 
for  one  hour,  with  5  c.c.  of  water  and  1  c.c.  of  fuming  hydro- 
chloric acid.  This  treatment  effects  the  complete  conversion 
of  tho  starch  into  maltose  and  dextrin,  and  the  further 
change  of  these  to  dextrose  without  appreciably  affecting  the 
cellulose.  The  solution  is  filtered  from  the  insoluble  matter, 
fibre,  sand,  etc.,  and  the  dextrose  determined  in  the 
neutralised  filtrate  by  Fehling's  solution.  Ten  parts  of  dex- 
trose found  represent  9  of  starch  in  the  sample.  Tho  mixed 
cellulose,  fibre,  and  sand  left  after  the  conversion  of  the 
starch  by  hydrochloric  acid  should  be  treated  with  a  solu- 
tion of  2-per-cent  caustic  soda  to  remove  nitrogenous 
matters,  washed  successively  with  very  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid,  alcohol,  and  ether  dried  and  weighed.  The  total 
nitrogen  can  be  determined  on  2  to  3  grams  by  Kjeldahl's 
method  or  by  combustion  with  soda-lime. 

(2)  Milk  and  Butter  Analysis— Wanklyn's  "Milk  Analysis" 
(5s.,  Kegan  Paul)  will  suit  your  requirements. 

Alum  Sulph.  (81/12).— (1)  The  nature  of  Hoarseness  and  its 
treatment  depend  upon  its  cause;  it  is  not  as  a  rule  advisable 
to  prescribe  steam-inhalations  unless  the  exact  cause  is 
known,  but  a  teaspoonfiil  of  tr.  bonz.  co.  when  added  to 
a  pint  of  hot  water  and  inhaled  does  no  harm.  (2)  Tr.  myrrha? 
et  boracis  makes  an  excellent  mouth-wash  after  extraction  of 
teeth.  Half  a  teaspoonful  should  be  used  in  half  a  tumblerful 
of  oo\<i  water.  (3)  It  is  most  unwise  for  a  chemist  to  treat 
a  child  with  patehe-s  on  its  throat.  It  may  have  diphtheria, 
and  if  so  the  chemist  may  get  into  trouble  with  tho  local 
authority,  which  requires  6uch  infectious  diseases  to  be 
notified.  (4)  Convulsions  in  a  Pig.— The  following  dose  is 
quite  safe  for  a  young  pig  :

Nemo  (118/42).- Ol.  Ricini  Aromat.  B.P.Cx.— This  is  now 
made  with  0.1b  instead  of  0.3  per  cent,  of  gluside.

It  is  not, 
however,  advisable  to  produce  too  many  flavours,  but  rather 
to  confine  one's  efforts  to  making  three  or  four  distinctive 
varieties.

Mix,  and  put  up  in  2-oz.  packages.  Tho  directions  are:  Mix. 
with  a  pint  of  milk,  bring  to  boiling-point  so  that  the  mix- 
ture thickens,  allow  to  become  cold,  and  put  in  tho  freezing- 
pot. 

Some  makers  add  a  little  powdered  gelatin  to  the  above, 
and  in  other  cases  a  little  raw  corn-flour  is  directed  to  bo 
added  just  before  putting  into  tho  freezer,  to  as  to  make  a 
whiter  product. 

T.  J.  IF.  (92/50)  — Tinct.  Cardamgmi  Co.  Aoros.—  This  is 
made  with  a  menstruum  of  glycerin  (25)  water  (75)  in  place  of 
alcohol.  The  product  is  not,  however,  so  aromatic  as  the  B.P. 
tincture. 

D.  G.  (92/23). — Shamfoo-powder  Perfume. — There  is  a  wide- 
range  of  synthetic  perfumes  which  can  be  employed  for  this, 
purpose,  and  some  of  these  are  more  successful  than  essential 
oils,  which  arc  apt  to  deteriorate  through  the  action  of  the 
alkali  in  the  powder.  We  suggest  that  you  experiment  with 
terpineol  and  coumarin.

The  Philosophic  Institute. 

At  the  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Philosophic  Institute, 
hold  at  Salter's  Hotel,  on  Friday  evening,  30th  ult.,  the 
chair  was  taken  by  Dr.  Hclsham,  the  President;  members 
present:  Messrs.  Whipple.  F.C.S..  J.  Moore,  H.  Moore,  H. 
Campkin,  J.  Prout,  and  Radford.  Tho  President  read  n 
paper  on  "The  Philosophy  of  Food."  The  paper  gave  a 
risumr  of  the  results  of  the  researches  of  Liebig,  Dumas, 
Boursingault,  and  other  physiological  chemists,  on  the  con- 
stituents of  various  kinds  of  food,  showing  the  identity  of 
alb  imen,  fibrin,  etc.,  of  vegetables,  with  the  albumen,  fibrin, 
etc.,  of  animals,  with  the  object  of  proving  the  necessity  or 
advisability  of  a  more  careful  and  scientific  selection  of 
articles  of  diet,  considering  them  in  a  morel v  nutritive  point 
of  view.  In  the  discussion  which  ensued.  Mr.  Whipple  and 
Mr.  J.  Moore  took  the  purely  scientific  side  of  the  question, 
whilst  Mr.  Campkin,  Mr.  II.  Moore,  and  Mr.  Radford  con- 
tended that,  although  chemistry  showed  the  constituent 
elements  of  food  and  their  comparative  values  as  sustainers 
of  life,  yet  that  there  was  still  something  beyond  tho  mere- 
mechanical  processes  of  the  laboratory,  and  that  that  some- 
thing was  what  was  popularly  known  as  "  the  life."
